'. Manassas, Va., August 30.—[{Special.]— 
e dedication of the confederate monument 


, the character of the address, and the in- 
’ tense interest manifested, was strikingly im- 
posing and impressive. 

It is difficult to convey an adequate idea of 
the profound feeling and restrained enthusiasm 
of the vast multitude. 

The monument, whichis erected jnst out- 
side the village, is not an imposing Structure, 
It isan obelisk forty feet high, with a base ten 
feet square. It is built of brown sandstone 
from the vicinity, with four white marble tab- 
lets vr slabs, four by five feet, sctinto each 
face. Itis enclosed by a handsome, substan- 
tial iron railing. The work was undertaken 
and carried through by the men of this section 
of the state, with some assistance from the 
legislature, and 

THE SIMPLE INSCRIPTION 
recités that the Ladies’ Memorial association, 
of Manasses, dedicate it to the cdnfederate 
soldiers of Virginia and her sister ‘states, who 
fell in the battle of the first and second Manas- 
6eS. 

The village is at the junction of the Manas- 
ses Gap railroad with the Virginia Midland, 
thirty-two miles from Washington City. 
During the war it was a mere railroad station, 
and wasthe point which Jackson surprised, 
“destroying immense army stores, 
and giving the unsuspecting Pope the 
first intimation that this ubiquitous com- 
mander was in his rear.’’ It is not the immedi- 
ate field of either of tho battles that bear its 
name. Itis just six miles from the Henry 
house, around which the fluctuating tide of 
battle at the first Manasses eurged for hours, 
and where the appearance of fresh confederate 
troops on the federal] flank was the signa) for 
the final stampede that did not stop short ef 
the long bridge over the Potomac. 

By an astonishing histwrical coincidence, it 
was at this same Henry house that Pope made 
his last ineffectual stand against the united as- 
saults of Longstreet and Jackson on the 30th 
of August, 182. 

THE SECOND MANASSES. 

For two days Jackson, by his characteristic 
strategy, his countermarches and stubborn re- 
sistance, had bewildered and baftled Pope till 
Longstreet came up with his splendid corps, 
and forming a junction with Jackson, ended 
Pope’s disastrous campaign in what was 
probably the fiercest conflict of the war. 
On an eminence a mile from the Henry house, 
Colonel Fletcher Webster, the only son of 
Daniel Webster, fell at the head of his brave 
Massachusetts regiment, while gallantly and 
obstinately resisting the confederates assault. 
Most of the dead on both sides were, for the 
time, necessarily buried on the field of cou- 
flict. Two small monuments were erected 
over the federal dead, one at the Henry house 
and one at Grayeton, a mile distant. 

_ But.these were subsequently removed, as far 

as practicable, tothe splendid federal ceme- 
tery at Arlington. No cffort has been, or ever 
will be, made to remove the confederate dead. 
The four hundred buried in the modest come- 
tery here died in the hospital here of wounds 
and disease. But the monument decicated to- 
day is designed, ina more general sense, as a 
memento to all the confederates who perished 
in the two memorable battles. It is the best 
the impoverished confederates can do. The 
smallest estimate puts the concourse today at 
five thousand. Nearly the whole of this great 
throng was from the section circumscribed by 
a radins of twenty miles. From all the sur- 
rounding section the population of both sexes 
and all ages emptied itself into this village. It 
was, indeed, a sight to see. 

FROM AN EARLY HOUR IN THE MORNING 
they came, pouring in in every conceivable 
shape, in vehicles of every description, horse- 
back and afoot. Where mothers had infants 
too young to be left at home they brought them 
along. Come they woud, infants or no infants. 

The ceremonies took place at the monument. 
A stand forthe speakers, the officers of the 
association and distinguished guests was erect- 
ed under a pavilion in front of the monument. 
Seats were prepared for fifteen hundred, the 
committee of arrangeinents never ureaming 
that the attendance would swell to four times 
this iimmber. But outside the area of the 
seats the interested thousands stood for hours 
in the pounng rays of tice sun. There was 
not 2 murmur save in applause dung the de- 
livery of 

THE ELOQUENT DISCOURSE. 

The Ladies’ Memorial association were rep- 
resented by Mr. Thornton, a young gentleman 
- of taient and address. He introduced Rev. 
Dr. Davis, an old confederate chaplaia, who 
opened the proceedings with an appropriate 
prayer. Then Mr. Meredith, a prominent 
young lawyer of the county, anda member of 
the state senate, deliyered the monument in a 
brief but happy and eloquent address, 

To this address the orator of the occasion, 
Hon. John W. Daniel, the brilliant United 
States senator from Virginia, responded. It 
would be impossible within the limits of this 
report to reproduce the touching and telling 
and thrilling points of this really able and elo- 

uent oration. The theme of the oration was 
rst, the real cause of the war between the 
states ; secondly, the characteristics of the mili- 
tary leaders on the confederate side, and 
thirdly, the sublime and superior attitude in 
history of 
THE CONFEDERATE PRIVATES. 

Seiiator Daniel was the aid to Jubal Early, 
and lost aleg at the second Manassas. He 
insisted today that the north miscontrued the 
motives of the south in bringing on the war. 
The northern idea that southern politicians 
and leaders fired the southern heart and pre- 
cipitated the war, he discarded and scouted. 
It was the abolitionists—the fear that aboli- 
tion doctrines would imperil the safety of per- 
son and property, and subvert the social 
pyramid and place it on its apex,.that united 
the south in a resistance to what it conceived 
to be the aggression of the north. He enum- 
erated the confederate chieftains, and compli- 
mented them, but before and above them 
and above all the heroes of history, he 
put the confederate private. Withonta com- 
mission to tickle his pride, without acommand 
to engage his attention, without pay to fill his 
purse, without provisions io his haversack, but 
with a loyal heart and a bright musket he 
bounded forward in the line of duty and patri- 
otic endeayor. The highest example we have 
from our commanders is from Jackson and 
Lee. Theone, when wounded, displayed a 
serene resignation to the divine will. The 
other passed unscathed through that higher 
ordeal of self-abuegation and self-denial in the 
years that were allotted him after the war. 

“Let us,’’ said the speaker, in moving ora- 
tory, ‘emulate their sublime models, the ex- 
ample set us by General Lee, and that of resig- 
mation to the divine will, but greater still is 
the meed of the private soldier. His magna- 
nimity is fitly typified in the monument re- 
cently erected to the confederate dead at Alex~ 
osetia. is the figure of a confederate sol 

dier resigned to his inevitable fate, with 

folded arms and downcast look, and saying in 
his attitude as intelligently as in words, hy 
will be done.*”’

STONEWALL JACKSON'S DAUGHTER. 


Death of the Only Child ef the Confederate 
Chieftain. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., August 30.—[Special.]— 
Mrs. Julia Thomas Christian, (nee Jackson), 
only child of General Stonewa!! Jackson, died 
at her home in this city of typhoid fever, at 6 
o'clock this morning, after a brief illness. 

THE FUNERAL SERVICES 
were conducted from the First Presbyterian 
church, by Rev. Edward Mack, assisted by 
Rey. li. C. Reid, at 6 o’clock this afternoon. 
The church was crowded with weeping friends, 
anxious to pay the last tribute tothe daughter 
of the great southern soldier, The pulpit was 
most exquisitely decorate@® with flowers. 
: THE OLD FLAG. 

Over it was the confederate flag carried by 
Genetal Jackson, and with which his body 
was wrapped. On the right and left side of 
the pulpit three rifles were stacked, and lying 
at tho head of thecasket, and directly by the 
side of it, was the sword carried by General 
Jackson. The funeral exercises were very se- 
rious, aud many in the congregation wept. Rev. 
Mr. Reed came here yesterday afternoon from 
FranklJin, Tenn., to accept the pastorate of the 
Second Presbyterian church. In a few eulo- 
gistic remarks he referred to 

’ THE STRANGE COINCIDENCE 
that a few years ago, when in Memphis, on 
the cay after his arrival he witnessed the fu- 
neral of Rev. Albert Morrison, who was an 
uncle of the deceased. The Hornet’s Nest 
Ritiemen attended the funeral in full uniform, 
and all the stores and other business establish- 
ments were closed.

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BOYCOTTING A POSTOFFICE, 


A North Carolina Town at Outs With its 
Postmaster. 

RALEIGH, N. C., August 380.—[Special.]— 
The people of Farmville, Pitt county, are 
having trouble. J.J. Moore. a man very dis- 
tasteful to them, was appointed postmaster of 
the town recently. There being such dislike 
to him a boycott followed, the people mailing 
their letters at Marlboro, another office one 
mile distant. This 1opk.away Moore’s income, 
‘and he set to work to “get even with tham.”’ 
His first stop was to have the office At Marlboro 
discontinued. Then, fearing letters might be 
sent to Rochedale, steps were taken to have the 
mail route by that place discontinued. Moore 
could never have accomplished this himself,but 
he was aided by two republicans in Greenville. 
The mail carrier was reported by Mocre to the 
department. A special agent was sent down, 
who instructed the mail carrier, as did the 
second assistant postmaster-ceneral by letter, 
to :take all ietters received after he” left 
Farmviile office, and mail them at the next 
ofiice, aud the office at Farmville does no busi- 
ness at all. 
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THE GRAND ARMY. 


Last Day of the Encampment at Mil- 
waukee, 


MILWAUKER, Wis., August 50.—The closing 
session of the national eucampment was held. 
Unusual pains were taken to prevent reporters 
getting news of the proceedings. After a pro- 
longed discussion a resolution was tabled favor- 
ing an allowance of twelve dollars monthly 
peusion to soldiers who prefer to live at home 
to entering military asylums. 

The action of the last encampment upon 
pension legislation was indorsed. The last 
encampment urged the passage of service 
and disability pension bills. An amendment 
to the rules allowing five members t consti- 
tute & yuortuiu in posts having Jess than fifty 
members, was adapted. A resolution depriv 
ing past department commanders of the right 
to vote at the national encampment, was de- 
feated.

NO EXTRA SESSION. 
It ts Improbable That Congress Will 
Called in Extra Session. | 

Derr Park, Md., August 30.—It is improb- 
able that President Harrison will call an extra 
session of congress, at least so a representative 
of the Associated Press is led to believe by con- 
versation with men who have the president’s 
confidence, though this is not official. 

The president pardoned two men today— 
David H. Staysell, for violation of the revenue 
laws in South Carolina. His sentence was to 
expire September 23. He had a wife and six 
children dependent upon him. The other was 
Jarret Citcher, sentcuced in the District of 
Columbia for rape, to thirty years in the peni- 
tentiary. He had served nine years, and was 
dying of consumption at the Buffalo peniten- 
tiary. Christopher Johnson, northern district 
of Fiorida, sentenced to three years for rape, 
on recommendation of the court officers, had 
his sentence commuted to one year.

A HANGING IN LOUISIANA. 

PLAQUEMINE, La., August 30.—The execu- 
tion of the negro Wilson Nockum took place to- 
day at noon. It was public and witnessed by 
over a thousand people, principally these of 
hisown race. The condemned man was 0ox- 
ceedingly cool and selfi-possessed. He ex- 
pressed no fear of death and said that his sin 
was pardoned and he was going home. He 
died of strangulation in a few minutes after 
the drop fell.

THE BLONDE GAMBLER. 


A Writ of Habeas Corpus Sworn Out in His 
Behalf. 


Macon, Ga., August 30.—[Special.]—TueE 
CoNSTITUTION this morning contained an ac-~ 
count of the sentence passed on Sandy Wilcox, 
the blonde gambler, by the recorder’s court 
yesterday. He is still unable to pay the fine 
of fifty dollars and he sees the chaingang star- 
ing him in .the face for a term of — days. 
This afternoon his attorney, Arthur Dasher, 
filed an application for a writ of habeasjcorpus. 
The hearing will occur before Ordinary 
Wiley, on September 4th next. 

In the mean time Wilcox will be put in jail, 
unless he gives bond, in which event his at- 
torney will certiorari the case to the supreme 
court. Attorney Dasher claims that Wilcox 
was illegally convictedas he had neither at- 
torney nor jury, indictment oraccusation. He 
also alleges that the recorder’s court has no 
jurisdiction, and will seek to 
show that’ the act creating the 
recorder’s court conferring upon it the power 
to try cases of vagrancy, the charge on which 
Gambler Wilcox was convicted, is against the 
constitution of Georgia and of the United 
States. The few romaining gamblers in Ma- 
con are watching the case with a great deal of 
interest. Ifit be decided that the recorder’s 
court has no jurisdiction over vagrancy, the 
gamblers will become bolder and may seek to 
open up their games again in the city. 


SARAH SOBBED, 


Mrs, Terry Bronght Inte Court on a Charge’ 


of Contempt. 

Cuicaco, August 30.—A dispatch from San 
Frdaficisco says: Sarah Althea Terry appeared 
in court yesterday for tie first time since ex- 
Judge Terry’s death. She was arraigned be- 
fore Judge Hoffman, in the United States dis- 
trict court, to answer the charge of contempt 
in obstructing Marshal Frank in performing 
his duty at the time Frank was ordered to re- 
move her from Judge Field’s court room.

My Lords: It is with much satisfaction I release 
you from the labors of a protracted session. Our 
relations with other powers continue most cordial. 
Since the beginning of the session nothing has hap- 
pened to diminish our confident expectations of an 
unbrokcn European peace. The only exception to 
tranquillity of events has been a viry partial re- 
newalof the attempts formerly made by the fo'e 
lowers of the mahdi to invade t!.e sou‘hern froutier 
of Egypt, The invading force was arrested and 


dispersed ‘by the khedive’s troops, supported by a 
small British contingent under Geueral Grenfell 


THE SAMOAN CONFERENCE, 

The conference upon the affairs of Samoa, con- 
sisting of representatives of Great Britain, Germany 
and America, which assembled at Berlin,in the 
spring, agree upon a convention regulating the 
This instrument bas 
been accepted by me and by the emperor of Ger- 
many and now awaits the assentof the American 
senate. 

At my suggestion the king of Belgium has con-

Gentlemen of the House of Commons: I gladly 
acknowledge the care and liberality with which 
you have provided for the wants of the public 
service. 

STRENGTHENING THE NAVY. 


My Lords and Gentlemen: The measures you have 
taken, with no grudging hand, tostrengthen the 
naval defenses, will enable fmy subjects to pursue 
industry and enterprise in more compiete seeurity 
of peace. The act reforming the local government 
ot Scot'and will, lam convinced, contribute largely 
to the welfare aud contentment of my people in 
Scotland. 

Imuch regret that the pressure upon your time 
pvvenne your passing a bill conferring a respounsi- 
»le government on my subjects in Western Austra- 
lia, and trust this very desirable object will be 
effected at an early period. 

I note with satisfaction the improvements iatro- 
duced into the constitutions of the universities of 
Scotland and the steps you have taken towards the 
establishment of technical education in England 
and Wales. ‘lhe intermediate education act for 
Wales will supply the deficiency in the educational 
system which has been acutely felt for many years 

RAILWAY EXTENSION IN IRELAND. 

I bave assented with much pleasure tothe bill 
for bringing the less prosperous portions of Ireland 
into rapid communication with the principal mark - 
ets of the united kingdom by meansof a systematic 
extension of railways. This provision wiil confirm 
the increasing egricultural welisbeing which has 
accompanied the gtadual suppression of disorder in 
Ireland. Isincerely hope the new board of agri- 
cuiture will be the means of still further developing 
the oldest of our national industries. 1] am thank- 
ful ro be able to recoguize signs of growing prosper- 
ity, the fruit of returning conficence, everywhere 
discernable.

THE STRIKE EXTENDING. 


A General Strike of Amalgamated Trades 


is Expected on Next Monday. 

Lonpon, August 30.—Indications this morn- 
ing are not very favorable to an immediate set- 
tlement of the strike. A meeting of the com- 
mittee of the strikers, presided over by John 
Burns, was held last night, at which impor- 
tant action was taken looking to making the 
strike general. A manifesto was issued by 
this committee early this morning, sclemnly 
appealing to workers in every calling in Lon- 
don tostrike on Monday next unless the de- 
mands of the dockmen be conceded before 
that date. The final demands of these men 
are sixpence an bour, 

The manifesto is signed by all London labor 
organizaticns including stevedores, sailors and 
firemen’s unions, numbering 60,000 men. The 
accessions of these unions is most important. 
If the dock companies refuse to accede to the 
terms demanded grave complications must 
ensue forthwith. The condition of affairs 
becomes graver hourly. Burns’ addressed 
6,000 men at Tower hill giving as the watch- 
word ‘No surrender.’”’ He was cheered to the 
echo.

The strikers are boasting that Monday next 
will witness a gigantic amalgamated strike of 
workers in every industry unless the ultima- 
tum of the dockmen be accepted by noon to- 
morrow.

CAMPBELL COUNTY'S DIGEST. 


The Details Which Make Up the Wealth of 
the County. 


FAmrsurN, Ga., August 30 —[{Special.]— 
The digest of Campbell county forthe comp 
troller genoral has just been finished. It 
shows that Campbell county has 150,912 acres 
of land, 2,000 of these acres are owned by the 
colored population. The value of this land is 
put at $783,827. The town and city property, 
real estate, is $1738,222.. The value of horses 
and mules is}$133,244. There is $32,176 worth of 
property owned by the colored population in 
the county. ‘The total vaiue of all property in 
this county is $1,539,475. Of this amount Fair- 
burn district furnishes $468,200, Palmetto dis- 
trict follows with $252,141. 

There are 959 white voters in the county, 
and only 486 colored voters. There are also 41 
white defaulters and 80 colored defaulters re 
turned, making a otal of 1,565 votersin the 
county. Of the county districts Sandtown 
leads, with an aggregate value of $131,476, and 
Red Oak next, with $120,363 worth. These 
two districts lie next to Fulton county. The 
digest shows a decrease of $20,000 from last 

ear’s digest. The city tax receiver’s digest of 

‘airburn shows for last year $220,000 in the 
limits of the town. 

These figures sound pretty well, until we see 
the names of the Vanderbilts with $125,000,- 
000. And Jay Gould with $40,000,000 to $80,- 
000,000, and many others from ten millign up. 
Hon. Levi Ballard, senator from the thirty- 
sixth district, is about the largest taxpayer in 
the county. His property is about $24,000. 
Mr, O. H. Cochran and W, T. Roberts comes 
a little below these figures,

REMODELING, THE WHARVES. 


Over Five Hundred Thousand Dollars to be 
Expended in Savannah. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., August 30.—[Special.|— 
Within the next three years over $500,000 wiil 
be expended in improvements at the wharves 
of the Ovean Steamshp company in this city. 
It is the object of the company to entirely re- 
modelthe wharyes. They will be extended 
| and otherwise enlarged, and the tracks instead 
of running as now, parallel with theriver, will 
be laid at right angies, making it possible to 
utilize a large amcunt of space that is at pres- 
ent practically useless. The work will begin 
at the lower end, and be gradually pushed 
forward, so as not to demoralize the business. 
The four cotton presses will be tirst removed. 
Two of them will be placed on the bank of the 
canal, and will be supplied with new pumps, 
which will increase -their capacity fully one- 
third, Karly » next week it is 
thought everything will be in readiness 
to place them In position. The other two will 
be put in the old Central press yard, and also 
supplied with few pumps. When this is done 
the company will be abie to compress about 
700 more balesa day than is now possible. 
Other improvements of .great importance to 
the commercial interests of the city are under 
way. Overnine acres of what was formerly 


the old waterworks basin have been filled in. 
Here eight cotton sheds, each covering one- 
third of an acre, will be built, doubling the ca- 
pacity. Onthis made ground a shed about 
700 feet long, for the reception of locdl out- 
bound freight, is also nearing completion.

OR 1S JACK DUBOSE THE REAL CRIM- 
; INAL? 


The Story of Richards, the Brunswick Ne- 
gro. Who Claims to Have Witnessed the 
Woolfolk Tragedy. 


Brunswick, Ga., August 30.—[Special.]— 
The Daily Times will publish the following in 
its issue of tomorrow morning: Mr. R. C. 
Jordan, a Macon lawyer, arrived in Bruns- 
wick yesterday morning by the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia railroad. -_He came 
as the representative of Colonel John C. 
Rutherford, to inquire into the statements 
made by the negro, John Richards, concern- 
ing the killing of the Woolfolk family. It 
will be remembered that Colonel Rutherford 
wanted a new trial for his client, Tom Wool- 
folk, but the application was refused by Judge 
Gustin. The case will soon be up before the 
supreme court. Richards’s statement, pub- 
lished in the Times of August 29, caused 
Colonel Rutherford to send Mr. Jordan here 
in the hope of obtaining evidence which 
would lead the supreme court to 
reverse Judge Gustin’s decision. Mr. 

Jordan got the eyidence he wanted. 
Richards told his story to Mr. Edwin Lam- 
bright, of the Times city staff. Mr. Lambright 
is well known here as a young man entirely 
worthy of trust. His habits are the best and 
his character as a wan of truth is unimpeacha- 
ble. Mr. Jordan interviewed Mr. Lambright 
in the Times editorial rooms. The result was 
that Mr. Lambright made an aftidavit before 
Stewart Johnson, notary public, to the effect 
that Richards did make the statements pub- 
lished by the Times. Subsequently aftidavits 
fully establishing Mr. Lambright’s character 
as a man entirely trustworthy, were sworn to 
by at least half a dozen prominent citizens of 
Brunswick. Mr. Jordan was therefore satis- 
fied that Richards told the story as it 
was published, and that Mr. Lambright 
would be a competent witness in any court of 
law. Later in the day Mr. Jordan found that 
a street car driver named Turner had heard 
part of Richards’s statements. The fact was 
accepted as further proof that Mr. Lambright’s 
article was notafake. Mr. Jordan tried to 
find Richards, but failed: ‘The man had be- 
come alarmed, and had either left the city or 
had hid himself. If he could have been found, 
he would have been arrested and taken to 
Macon. 
~ A Times reporter interviewed Mr. Jordan as 
to Colonel Rutherford’s plans. 

‘‘T shall take the affidavits I have secured to 
Macon,” said Mr. Jordan, ‘and place them 
in Colonel Rutherford’s hands. He will use 
them before the supreme court. He will ask 
that a new trial be granted Woolfolk upon the 
ground of newly discovered evidence.”’ 

' “Do you think the trial will begranted ?” 

“Yes,I do. The supreme court knows the 
law, and it will see that it is justly executed. 
I am confident that a new trial will be granted, 
and I am also confident that Woolfolk will 
never hang. I have nothing to say as to the 
man’s guilt or innocence, but he will never 
suffer death by the decision of a Georgia 
court.”’ 

‘Noes Colonel Rutherford believe Woolfolk 
innocent ?”’ 

‘‘He certainly does. Colonel Rutherford is 
not the man to undertake to aid a red-handed 
murderer to escape just punishment, He be- 
lieves Woolfolk innocent, and his efforts in 
behalf of the man have been largely due to 
this fact. So far Colone] Rutherford has 
achieved a great triumph in the case, 
and it is, my opinion that he will 
finally succeed in having the courts 
give Woolfolk his freedom.”’ 

In answer to ingniries, Mr. Jordan said the 
reason Colonel Rutherford did not come to 
Brunswick himself was because he was sick. 
Mr. Jordan retarned to Macon lastnight. He 
went away carrying the affidavits he had ob- 
tained, ana confident that the law would never 
put a halter around Woolfolk’s neck. 

Great interest is felt here in the result of 
Woolfoik’s application for a new trial, and 
future developments will be closely watched.

STRUCK DEAD BY LIGHTNING. - 


F. M. HWamby, of Gwinnett. Found Dead in 
the Road.

On last Thursday evening a dark cloud made 
its appearance in the east and rolled up rapid- 
ly. Its rapid movement indicated a wind 
stormas wellas rain. The air seemed filled 
with electricity and the constant flasnes of 
lightning, accompanied by volleys of thunder 
that reminded one of the roar of artillery, was 
enough to alarm men of strong nerves.

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The Alliance and the Farmers. 
It is to be hoped that all the readers of 


THE CONSTITUTION have digested the re-' 


marks of President McCune, of the Farm- 
ers’ National Alliance. 

The report of his speech, which we pre- 
sented yesterday, was merely a synopsis, 
owing to the crowded state of our columns, 
but it is to be hoped that a full report of the 
address will be-printed so that the public 
may have the opportunity of getting. what 
may be termed a full length view of a 
speech that bristles with suggestions and 
that is charged with common sense. 

President McCune’s remarks were de- 
voted to an exposition of the growth and 
necessity of class organization. His text 
was that what ever is good must be perma- 
nent, and that whatever lacks that element 
must fall to pieces; and he showed that 
there must be some reason and necessity for 
the alliance, since it grows quiteas rapidly 
where the farmers are prosperous as it does 
where they are troubled with the confusions 
and difficulties of poverty. The alliance 
has grown in Georgia inthe face of the un- 
doubted prosperity of the farmers, just as 
it has grown in other states in the face of 
their poverty and lack of prosperity. From 
this President McCune fairly concludes that 
there is some element, some force, in the 
alliance that meets the expectations of the 
agricultural class, whether it is prosperous 
or poverty stricken, 

Just what this element is President 
McCune does not point out, but he leaves it 
to be inferred that it is the force of organi- 
zation, class organizaiion as he terms it, 
being the unit of pecuniary class benefit. 
This is not by any means a new force, nor 
is the experiment that the alliance seems to 
have carried to a successful issue, the first 
of its kind, but it seems to be the timeliest 
in all respects. It is a period of organiza- 
tion and development, and there is no rea- 
son why the allianee should not prove bene- 
ficial not only to the individual farmer, but 
to farmers as a class. 

It is on this line and in this direction that 
President McCune’s address proceeds, and 
it deserves more than passing attention. 
There is nothing of the odor and atmos- 
phere of the demagogue about it. Onj}the 
contrary it is marked by common sense, and 
by an intelligence that goes to the very 
root and marrow of our republican institu- 
tions. 


A Modern Robert Macaire. 

The arrest of Ross Raymond at Blackpool, 
England, amounts almost to the dignity of 
an international episode. 

Raymond has figured in more petty crimi- 
nal adventures than could be recorded in 
these columns. He is one of the brightest, 
and most fascinating rascals that ever de- 
ceived the public or baffled the police. He 
has represented or misrepresented Tuk Con- 
STITUTION, the Herald, and other news- 
papers all over America, Europe, Asia and 
Africa. He has lived a hundred lives under 
as many names. By swindling, forgery and 
other devices he has been able to live in 
Juxury whenever he was out of prison, and 
his shrewdness has kept him out many times 
when he ought to have been locked up. 
Onee in Paris he represented himself as the 
private secretary of the khedive of Egypt, 
and after spending several weeks in splendid 
dissipation, disappeared with three thousand 
francs borrowed money.

first it was certain that this man Raymond 
would one day be tripped up, and be made 
to pay for his misdeeds,

days wi.hout suffering the consequences.

The untimely death of Stonewall Jack- 
son’s daughter will excite deep grief every- 
where.

Law Reforms. 

In a recent interview David Dudley 
Field, the oldest practicing lawyer at the 
American bar, spoke of certain reforms that

Mr. Field thinks that every lawsuit 
should be decided within a year, and that 
what we call ‘‘common law’’ should be cod- 
ified.

Only five of our states—Georgia, Louisiana, 
California, North Dakota and South Da- 
kota—have complete codes. Some of the 
states have compilations of statutes, but 
they are imperfect. In France all the laws 
are published in such a compact and intelli- 
gible form .that any workingman can look 
them up and understand them.

Other points of equal interest and import- 
ance will oceur to any one who is familiar 
with our system of laws. 

The truth is that when we come to the 
subject of law reform our Georgia code 
needs a thorough overhauling. If nothing 
else is done it would bea good thing to 
strike out all the chapters on evidence, 
equity, anda part of the chapter on con- 
tracts. A code should be simply a conden- 
sation of our statutes, and should not con- 
tain a digest of the legal principles, which 
are more clearly and fully expounded in 
their proper place—the text books devoted 
to the various branches of the law. 

It may be too early to talk about law re- 
form in Georgia, but we must come to it.

make it necessary for us to remodel cur 
code and adapt it to the wants of the age.

Epirors CoNsvTituTion: Henry Cabot 
Lodze, a republican congressman from Massachu- 
setts, has an article inthe September North Ameri- 
can Review, cn “The Coming Congress,” in which 
he argues in fayor of a change of the rules of the 
house in order to give the republican majority absce 
lute power, and in favor of the passage of a national 
election law, 

Mr. Lodge knows that the rules of the house of 
representatives must first bo changed, or else a 
vational e!ection law cannot be passed. Theretore 
he Gevotes the principal portion of his articic to tae 
rules under which the house acted last: ession. 

“The rights of the minority,’’ he says, *‘have been 
so well protected in the house that the rights of the 
majority have disappeared.” 

Agaiu he says: 

“Te question of restoring movement to the house 
of representatives is that which will confront the 
fifty- first congre:s at the threshold ofits existence. 
It is not a party question, or ought hot to be, and 
although, from the stindpoint of party advantage, 
it would be an admirabiething forthe republicans 
to have the democrats make a desperate struggle 
in favoroftbe old paralyzing rules, it is much to be 
hoped that sufficient changes and retorms will be 
made by general consent to change the condition of 
the house from dead rot to vitality, and enabie it to 
carry out the wishesofthe majority of the Ameri- 
can people, whatever those wishes happen to be.’’

Eprirors CONSTITUTION: Onmy return from 
the mouutains of Georgia, where I had been urging 
the masses to build up and maintain and patronize 
good common and academic schools in their rural 
districts, I find the address of Colonel Hammond on 
education. in which he seems to have mi-under- 
stood my remarks on the same subject before the 
general assembly, and consequently he misquoted 
and misapplied some expressions, which deserve 
some notice at my hands, and I[ trust you will spare 


me the space for that purpose. 

He says: “I did hear the other gentlemen (Nun- 
nally and Candler), and4@ will be candidin saying 
that a part of my remarks will be made because 
theirs were made.”’ 

He then proceeds to misquote in the following 
words: “One genticman said that the way to 
make a people greatwasto educate at foundation 
only, liftthem up toa certain height and then let 
them alose to lift themselves."’ 

Whereas these are the words I used: As long as 
the education which the youth is receiving is a 
greater benefit to the state than it is to the individ- 
ual, it evidently isto the interest of the state to 
give it, but when that educwtion reacheS a standard 
and assumes a scope in which the youth is more 

reatly benefitted than the state, the youth should 
Say itor work for it or cet some benevolent indiyvid- 
ualto giveittohim, This maxium holds good iu 
making appropriations by the state to any entcr- 
prise. For instauce, the state opens pubhc high - 
ways at public cost becanse they are for the public 
good, but if any farmer wants a road to his 
‘upper field’? or through his piantation 
ins “bottom land,’’ thea the state very justly dej 
¢clines to aid, aud lets the individual who is to ba 
benefited open it and keepitin orde, or reach hig 
fields by a circuitous route, which has been opened 
by his neighbors. And yet, incidentally and on 
cular occasions, that road may be a great bene~ 
ttothe public. It enables the farmer to harvest 
the crop and thus increase the wealth of the state. 
This private road, built at private expense, may 
also be valuabie to the puble when the public road

The public roads, bulit by evens 0 tex on the

are open free of toll to the public, and are vccessi- 
bie to ail the people, for the state authorities try as 
nearly as possible to open highways by wien 5 
man’s door. But the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
built in the same way, is not equally as accessible 
toalithe people, and therefore if any man enjoys 
the speed of mogul engines ou steel rails, and luxn- 
riates on plush settees and reclites in Pullman pal- 
ace cais, he must pay lis way, because it is for his 
convenience, his pleasure and his profit, and be- 
cause such a railroad isnot common aud can never 
be equaily accessible toall the people. However, 
should any benevolent individual or corporation 
buy the Western and Atlantic railroad and open it 
to the public free of charge, no complaint could be 
made by anybody, There is a vast difference 
Let ween in‘lividual 
bencficcnce, education 
ust. be common, equitable and equally 
accessible and acceptable, or there will be just 
grounds for complaint; whereas individual benefi- 
cence may be local, narrow, restricted and personal, 
and no man can gainsay or challenge its motive or 
principle. Whevevyerthe state attempts ‘higher 
education” it enters upon a work that from ils very 
nature must be partial in its distribution, unequal 
in its benefits and unfair iu the burdens it imposes. 
Mhasatendency to excite diseontent, aud in a 
~Imeasure incites to communism by such evident 
‘-lass legis’ation,” just as free travel and free 
} transportation over the State road would arouse 
oppesi ion among the thousands in the state who, 
by ressonof poverty or business engagements or 
piace of residence, could never share inthe luxuries 
and spiendors of the *‘royal highway.”’ 

But I wouid not have any one think I am an 
enemy to the State university, though I thus ex- 
piess my views on the subject. Just as well 
tiink lam an enemy to the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, I am in favor of all 


needled to provide it with suitable buildings and 
a: purtenances fer true university purposes, so that 
When young men have finished their collegiate 
course at Emory, or Mercer, or Franklin collece, 
they iney, if they desire a speciaity, go to the Uni- 
votrity of Georgia, and not be /forced to go to Johns 
liopkins, or Harvard, or Yale. 

But as itisa kind of educational excursion they 
nre taking, and asitis almost exclusively for their 
own pleasure and profit, let these voung men pay 
their owu expenses, just as they would on the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. which was built by 
the state, and is still the property of the stare. 

Colonel Hammond further siyr, that 
if my position “be trne your constitution 
is a mistake. lf tbat be true you have 
sworn to support something that is wrong.” 

I would not be surprised to find some ‘‘mistakes’’ 
even in the constitution, ‘‘Mistakes’’ are very con- 
mon things, and are to be found all along the line 
of human legtslation. We are constantly trying to 
correct ‘‘mistakes,’’ and, in all conscience, if there 
be an evident ‘‘mistake’’ in our organic law, let us 
correct i, But what does the constitution say 
about free education.

ranches ofan English education only.’ Article §, 
section 1, parazraph 1: ‘There shaii bea thorough 
system of common sehools for the education of chil- 
dren in the elementary branches of an English edu- 
cation only—these schools shall be free.’’ And this 
isall. There is nothing here that conflicts with my 
position, but these proyvisious of the constitu- 
tion confirm what I have said, and that 
little word ‘“only’’ seems to have been 
intended to limit free education to the “common 
schools’ in the elementary branches ofan English 
education.”’ 

But Il imagine, the real cause of concern and anx- 
iety about the state university is to be found in the 
fact, that it has not met the expectations of the 
people. It has not received the patronage that was 
desired. If we hal one thousand students at 
Athens, Idare say, all these murmurings would 
cease and allour fears would be relieved. Why 
has the patronage been sosmall? It certainly has 
not beew for the lack of buildings, for there has al- 
ways been room forall whocome. Nor for the lack 
of teachers or of proficiency, for these have all the 
while been adequate and were men of distinguished 
ability. Nor for the lack of friends, for the salaries 
are fair, and promptly paid and vesides all this 
tuition is free. Then why basthe jatronage been 
£0 unsatisfactory? 

I propose an answer to this question. Several 
things have conspirel to prevent a large 
ani growing attendance. First, it is generaliy 
known that the institution at Athens is Franklin 
college with a university attachment, and not a 
ereat s‘ate university with a college attachment. 
Parents in sending theirsconsto Athens usually ex- 
amine the claimsand merits of Frankl’n college, 
and pay but little attention to the university scheme. 
In the second place, other states, which formerly 
patronized our institution at Athens, have colleczes 
at this time just as good withiu their own borders, 
Thus the territory from which Athens is forced to 
draw iis patronage is greatiy reduced, In the third 
place, personal muniiicence has built up other in- 
stitutions like Vanderbilt and Johns; Hopkins, and 
drawn away some from our state who might have 
attended our university department, and thus the 
reduced territory has been invaded. Inthe fonrih 
piace, the two great leading bodies of Christians in 
Georgia (Methodist and Baptist) have lmproved 
and enlarged and endowed their own 
colleges until they more nearly meet 
their demands and consequently their 
patronage is more fally given to Emory and Mercer, 
and thus this reduced aud invaded territory is sub- 
divided. When the Methodists and Baptists endow 
Emory and Mereerastbey are thoroughly abiec to 
doundsend theirsons exclusively to them, and 
whenthe Presbyterians dothe tame, as they are 
now planninyw to do, there will.not be many young 
men leftin Georgia to goto Franklin college, and 
the patronage then will be almost eutirely to the 
university department. In the filth place, ihere 
lingers in the minds of many personsthe convic- 
tion that a proper edu: at.onand a pure Christianity 
are intimately related. Itisthought by some that 
a Christian element is very neaifn: to the compie- 
tion of a young man’se‘tucation, and the best place 
to obtain itisin that scbool which is free to teach 
the Bible and sacred literature, andthe evidences 
of Christianity, ana Whose teachers are authorized 
and expected to interiere with the skeptical and irs 
religious views of the young men,and, as opportunity 
offers in the personaland official relations of pro- 
fessors and students, to press wpon the latierthe 
importance of accepting Christ and promoting H:s 
cause, and that, too, without any hindrance or diss 
crimination. And yet Mercerand Emory are not 
sectarian in the sense that some think any more 
than the State University is feudal. A young man 
from Alabama or South Carolina can attend the 
college at Athens and he does not compromise his 
state relutions asa citizen, meither is it necessary 
that he be disloyal to his native state, nor will the 
yrofessors interfere with his love or attachment for 

is native state. When he finishes his course at the 
Georgis state colleze he is still an Alabamian or 
South Carolinian, Even so maya young man—and 
many do—of a different denom ‘national faith go to 
Mercer or Emory, and he would never be insuited 
or disturbed in his denominational views, but he 
would be impressed with the fact that both are 
intensely Christian. and that tre Bible is Gou's 
word to be accepted aud believed and obeyed by all 
alike. 

In the sixth and last place, if there had been no 
invasion and divisien of the territory; if there haa 
been no competition for the patronage by rivai col- 
leges; if the internal management had been univer- 
sally sat-sfactory, siilithe attendance at Franklin 
college and at the university had been small, be- 
catise our young men are not prepared and are not 
being prepared for coliege. If all the young men in 
the state, now prepared for coilege, were sent to 
Athens, there would be very iittle need to increase 
the accommodations or to reinforce the faculty. 
The common schools are deficicnt, and the cate 
emies are lacking. Build these up. Offer good sala- 
rtes anda long term forthe common schools, and 
good teachers will be fortiicoming, and academies 
will multiply, and our colleges will not complain of 
empty halls or idle professors or wasted appropria- 
tions.

Heas gives the figures correctly, but is not perhaps 
aware that the rate given is for water drawn from a 
faucet, and that if water is used for acloset, that is 
three dollars more, and if for a bath tub, that is 
three Gollars more, andiftor a sprinkler, six dol~ 
lars more, the pariy being allowed to sprin- 
kle 30. feet front, end wash the front 
It is hardly fair 
to compare Chicago with Atianta,as there it is 
often more trouble to keep the water out than to 
get it in the{house; however, the rate for a family of 
seven persons is $10.50. In Atiauta, when water isjuot 
used for sanitary purposes, the party pays only for 
just what water one the miter and we collect. 
many monthly bills of five and ten cents. If a ciit 
zen of Atlanta had to payas much for water as is 
charged in Omaha and Kansas City he would 
want to sell out and move away. Atl of the cities 
Mr. Haas speaks of are north of the Ohio, excepting 
Chattauouga, and their domestic rates are fully up 
to those of Atlanta, and they should not charge 
balfso much, as that is another place where it is 
about as much trouble to keep the water out as it is 
t> pump itin. The city of Chattanooga should own 
the works and furnish the water for nothing. 

The fairest comparison to Atlanta as regards the 
situation for water supply is Kansas City, and their 
rate is more than doubie thatof Atlanta. Just ask 
Mr, J. J.and W. C. Tolbert about water rates in 
Kausas City as compared with Atlanta. Mr. Haas 
says his bill for water is three dollars a month; he 
uses and wastes 18,000 gallons. 

It is stranze that Indianapolis.collecis ata low 
rate from 1,974 taps $73,955. while Atlanta, witha 
high rate, eollects from 2,760 taps only $45,000. Be- 
sides this. the citizens of Indianapolis pay $32,574 
hydrantrent. Ailanta has many things that are 
not £0 good as they might be, but she has few bad 
things that are so bad but what they might be 


with Mr. Haas, or 
any one else, but as Mr. Haas’s interview was cal- 
culated tomoke our peopie dissatisfied with their 
water rates, I thought it my duty to correct any- 
thing that might mislead them.

™ eniture Over an Inspection—A Statement 


of the Case. 


Tne state chemical laboratory is to be re 
moved to Atlanta. «! 

Ever since the completion of the new capi- 
tol Commissioner Henderson has had this 
matter under consideration. There is ample 


room for the laboratory in the section set apart 
for the department, and it is intended that the 
state chemist shall have his office in the de 


partment. 
On the 26th instant the commissioner had 


the following order placed on the minutes of 
the department: 


By the Commissioner: Ordered, That from and - 


piter the first day of October, 1889, the laboratory 
for the analysis of fertilizers, and other analytica 
work of this department, shali be located at the 
capital, in the city of Ailanta, and that the state 
chemist shail have his office in the department of 
agriculture in said capitol 

A Controversy in the Department. 


{t has becn well known about the capitol 
for some days past that the department of 
agriculture was engaged in the investigation 
of a seeming crookedness in the sale of a lot of 
fertilizers to a farmers’ club,at Halcyondale, in 
Screven county, and as{there has been several 
versions of the affair in circulation, a ConstTI- 
TuUTION reporter called atthe department yes- 
terday and elicited the following facts in re- 


gard to the matter: 
STATEMENT OF THE CASE. 

On the i6th of July, Hon. J. R. Humphries, 
ofthe county of Screven, presented a sealed 
sainple of fertilizers which he stated had been 
drawn from a lot sold to a club of farmers in 
ghis county, and not being satisfied with the re- 
suits, they desired the same analyzed, where- 
npon the sample under special **No. 39,”’ was 
sent to Professor H, C. White, state chemist, 
Athens, with the request that he give the 
same careful and prompt attention. 

On the 18th of July, the fellowing report of 
analysis cf special sample ‘‘No. 39’ was re- 
ceived from Professor White: 

Special trample, Ne. 39.—Moisture. 13.10; phos- 
-horic acid—ins luble 4,15, soluble 5,75, reverted 
45, avaiable 11.26; ammonia, 2.55; potash, (K. O.) 

2.19. KRewative coumercial value, $25.43, 

The analysis was immediately furnished Mr. 
Humphries, who stated that there must be 
some mistake about the matter, as the goods 
were purchased as an acid phosphate, while 
the analysis of Professor White showed them 
tobea high grade ammoniated super-phos- 
phate. Whereupon the commissioner instructed 
Professor White to return the balance of spe- 
cial sample *‘No. 59’’ not used in making 
analysis, which was done, and a portion of the 
same submitted to Mr. John M. McCandless, 
analytical chemist, of this city, with instruc- 
tions to make careful analysis of the same. 

Under cate of August 5th Dr. McCandless 
reported: “I findthe sample of commercial 
fertilizers marked ‘Special No. 30’ to contain 
as follows: 

Special Samp!te No. 39—Moisture, 11.75, Phos. 
horic acid—Insolubie 8.85. solubie 1.10. reveried 
05, available 6.65. Ammonia,0.21. Potash (K,O.), 

1.83. Relative commercial value, $11.77. 

The great difference shownin the analysis 
made by Professors White and McCandless, 
determined the commissioner{to {submit a por 
tion of the sample to a third chemist, and a 

ortion of the remainder was submitted to Mr. 
N. P. Pratt, analytical and technical chemist, 
of this city, with instructions that he makea 
careful analysis of the same. 

Under date of August 24th, Professor Pratt 
made the following report: 

Special sample Ne, 59.—Moisture, g12.25; Phos- 
horic acid— insoluble, 4.54; solubie, 1.29; reverted, 
.27; available, 7.46; smmonta, 0.15; potash, 1.94, 

Relative commercial valine, $12.97, 

Under caie of Augusi 5th, the commissioner 
wrote Professor H. C. White:. “The wide 
divergence bet®eenxhimself and McCandless 
in the analysis of the special sample, No. 39, 
called for his presence in Atlanta without de- 
lav. In reply to which under date of the 6th, 
Professor White writes: 

ATHENS, Ga., August 6th 1°89.—Hon. J. T. Her- 
dersop, Cotnmissioner of Agriculiture—My Dear Sir: 
Your Valucd favor of yesterday is duiy to hand, in 
waich you say thatthe wide divergence between 
myself and McCandless in the analysis ot the 
sample of Humphr.es’ acid phosphate calls for my 
presence in Ailanta without delay. I shall pass 
through Atlan‘a next Monday en route to the 
agricnitural convention at Cedartown. I trust that 
date wiil be’soon enough for me to give such per- 
sonal attcntion tothe matteras may be necessary. 
If, however, after considering what I shall write in 
this vov still think it better for me to come over, I 
will respond promptly to a tetegram to that effect, 
although lam very busy with station and other 
work, which is doubly burdensome  be- 
cause of the sickness of my chief  assist- 
aut. Before I Ileft $ Aittanta Iast week, 
I was aware that there would be a difference be- 
tween MeCandiless and myself, aud assuming that 
his results were eorrect—which 1 entirely believe — 
the only explanation was that which I endeavored 
to set forth fully to Mr. Humphries as well as to Mr. 
W. TP. Henderson. irepeatit here. The goods are 
evidently ammoniated,.. My analysis was made ofa 
portion of the simple containedinu the upper part 
ofthe bottle. I presume itis not necessary, Lut I 
am ready to make affidavit, if necessary, that the 
analys's was made by myselfin duplicate, so 1 sup 
pose there can be no question of its accuracy. The 
Fuspicions of Mr. Humphries, which, from his ac- 
count, appear to be we!! founded, together with the 
Giffereuces between McCandless and myself, all 
tend to show that the goods were mixed and not 
uniform in character. My own opinion is that they 
were, in large part, made of some natural guano 
which is not uni‘orm in character. 

In such case it is conceivable that in part of the 
sample that I analysed there was ajortion rich in 
ammonia and p:obablv potash also. The way to 
test the matter issimple. I requested Mr. Humph- 
ries to bripg to you a portion of the material which 
he has preserved at homein»one .of the bags ot 
goods, Ji I understood him aright he agreed to 
do this. When it reaches your hands please mix it 
well (perhaps it would be best to ask McCandless to 
do this) and give a portion to McCandless and send 
the other portion tome. Wecan then see by inde- 
pendent examination what the goods really ure. 

Mr. Humphries has been kind enough to express 


bis belief that I wonid not willingly misiead him. 


or neglect my plain duty in such cases, and you 
surely are salisiied that I would notdo such astupid 
thing as toseudareport without actualy making 
an analysis, so it seems to me thatthe next stepisa 
plain one and can be agreed upon wuhout my per- 
sonal appearance in Atlanta. Indecd I would 
much pre‘er thatthe matter should be sified and 
Mr. Humphries satisfied without my having avy 
butan official connection with it. Piease read this 
letter to Mr. Humphries and ask him kindly to let 
us have the other sample of goods as soon a5 possi- 
bie and it will give me the greatest pleasure to du 
everything possible to get atthe actual facis o! the 
matter. 

If wecan secure some of the material which Mr. 
Humphries took to Le brickbats it would be weil to 
have them. 

I wouid be glad if you will send me at once a por- 
tion of ihe sample, Ne. 39, remaining in McCan- 
diess’ hands, I wish to examine it to ascertuin how 
far his results agree with mine. Send me, also, bis 
results. {am sure you will appreciate aud approve 
the position I take in this matter, Iam, of course, 
willing and anxious to do everything in my power 
to satisfy ourselves and the people that our work is 
properly performed, but I do think we are entitled 
tothe respect and covufidenes of the public, and 
should not be unduly and unworthily suspected of 
wrong-doing or carelessuess when the proof as well 
as the presumptiou is so strong on the other side 
Personally, lam well content to look to you for 
protection.

The commissioner has instructed Inspector 
Woolley to take such legal steps as are neces- 
sary to the prosecution of the parties whom 
his report show have violated the inspection 
laws of the state. 


THE SENATE.

The principal interestin the cotton market during 
the past week has been the liquidation ofthe re- 
maining interest in August contracts. A {strong 
hope had been entertained by many tbat at the last 
moment there woud be a squeeze and aspurt thar 
would help the bulls out, but the advancein for- 
eign freights made it impossible for the Liverpool 
contingent to get their cotton out of the port, and 
consequently it cameon the market early in the 
week and continued to come until the entire inter- 
est had been eliminated. A few belated shorts were 
forced to settle at 10.65 late on Thursday, this being 
the last price at which transactions were made, In 
this quiet way ended what at one time promised to 
be the most successful deal ever made in cotton. As 
stated iu our last weeks’ circular as wellas from 
time to time since we could see nothing in the sttu- 
ation to warrant selling the early months, aud-we 
looked for arally in the entire market, Duritig 
the week the market has advanced 10 to 16 points 
in the face of very large receipts, but as the cotton 
is being readily taken in the south at the high prices 
and full rates are being for September shipments,we 
have no reason to alter our opinion respecting the 
contracts, They are being bought by sirong parties 
and as we will get no cotton of consequence in this 
market before October and our stock in the mean- 
while will be reduced to comparatively nothing we 
look for a further adyance in them. Crop prospects 
are very firm and the late months look high, but a 
materia] rise in the fall option will cause the late de- 
liveries to sympathize to some extent. Unless the 
outlook changes, however, it appears safe to sell 
them on good bulges. ‘A great deal of information 
is being telegraphed through the country regarding 
the intentions of the farmers and the alliance, and 
many inquiries as to what effect it will have on the 
the cotton market. The National Cotton committee 
of the Georgia alliance has passed a resolution re- 
commending that the farmers of the south sell no 
cotton during the month of SepSember except wha 
may be absolutely necessary to meet obligagations 
past due. Unquestionably such an intention on the 
part of producers will bave a tendency to create a 
belief that cotton will be very scarce early {n the 
season, but we doubt if it will be practicable to car- 
ry outthe resolution. Our intercourse being mainly 
with the factors who have made the advances to 
raise the preseut crop, we can state with confidence 
that they are urging early shipments that present 
high prices may be obtained, and we believe that, 
weather permitting, we will see a large movement 
during next month. The indications are. however, 
that all this new cotion will be wanted, and, not 
being available in the market for early delivery, the 
weight of rhe receipts will not be materially felt in 
the contract market. Spot cotton during the week 
has been steady at unchanged quotations, with mod- 
erate transactions reported each day. On Tuesday 
we will likely again bave advices of large transac- 
tions made through the week that bave not been 
reported. Last Monday there. were 138,328 bales of 
this description. Large freight engagements have 
been made, and our stock, which is now only 83,067 
bales, will be greatly reduced next week. In Liv- 
erpool today spot cotton limits were low, and sules 
were made of only 6,000 pales. Futuresopened 
steady at an advance of 1-64d, and later the early 
months gained an additional 1-6id, the market clos- 
ing steady. There was a steady opening with us 
with prices partially 1 point up. and on good buying 
there was a further gain of 2@6 points, the main 
strength being in September, for which there wasa 
large demand. The market was fractionally lower 
at the end of the day, the close being irregular 
though steady at a net advance of 6 points in Sep-

a ae se Mr. Whitaker, of Troup, Introdaces an Im: 
portant Bill—Report of the Geological 
“Committee. | 
The only discussion in the house yesterday 
was over the Alexander edacational bill. 
It is an important measure inasmuch as it is 
a general law—or to bo—and materially effects 


the commot schoo! syste:n. . 


Its object, in brief, is to enable any county 
to levy aspecial ad valorem tax for éduca- 
tional purposes, so as to extend tlhe time of 
holding the common schools. Before the vill 
is to become operative in any county a petition 
must be signed by fifty free holders, the peti- 
tion must be favorably recommended by two 
successive grand juries, anJ then it shall be 
‘submitted toa popular vote. If two-thirds of 
the whole number of qualiticd voters in the 
countylvote tor it, the law becomes operative. 

It will be noticed that a small minority oan 
bar the operation of the law. Nine-tenths of 
the actual voters may favor the measure, but it 
takes two-thirds of the quallified voters of the 
county. 

Mr. McDonald, of Ware, favored the bill. 
He pointed out that Florida had the finest 
common school system in the south, and that 
her system was similar to the one proposed in 
the bill. 

“IT don’t see,” he continueg, “why my 
friend from Honcock is so ‘techyous’ about the 
bill. He seems to be afraid of the nigger.”’ 
He was referring to Mr. Lewis, of Hancock, 
who had once or twice interrupted, and who 
was known to be a sturdy opponent of the bill. 

Continuing, Mr. McDonald argued that 
there was abundant safeguard—that the grand 
juries might be depended on to carry out the 
wishes of the people, and thatif the people of 
a county didn’t want the system they needn’t 
adopt it. 

Mr. Fricks, of "Franklin, made a sensible, 
practical talk against the bill. Mr. Fricks, 
who isa school teacher by profession, argued 
that in counties where this particnlar system 
was not wanted, or could not be had, 
that the existence of such a law would bar all 
other progressive measures of the same nat 
ure, but more suited to local circumstauces. 
It wpuld be a sort of dog-in-the-manger. It 
could aot be adopted and would bar all pro- 
gress in that direction. The bill couldn’t go 
into effect in a dozen counties in Georgia, and 
notin one in northeast Georgia, because of 
the cumbersome machinery. Just where it 
might be carried into effect is where it could 
do most harm. 

Mr. Lewis, of Hancock, spoke against the 
bill. He wasn’t afraid of the ‘‘nigger,’’-and 
didn’t think his county was. They would be 
given equal and exact justice, regardless of 
their own unfitness, lack of appreciation, and 
what-not. Thelaw would be inoperative in 
my county andin that section of the state. 
It would be a firebrand amongst the 
white people of central Georgia. The preser- 
vation of law and order would be threatened. 
The money comes from the tax payers. In 
some south Georgia counties, three-fourths or 
an even greater proportion of the population 
were negroes. They could put the law. into 
effect. They had evorything to. gain and 
nothing to lose, for nine-tenths of the tax 
would be paid by the white residents. The 
people that levy the tax and enjoy its benefits 
are not the ones that would bear the burden. 

It had been argued that the grand jury was 
a conservative body, and that without their 
recommendation the law could not become 
operative. The grand jurors are human be- 
ings, he argued, and would be inclined to yield 
to a big majority, evenif the majority were 
negroes—they might remember that in case 
they ran for office a negro’s vote counted as 
much as g prosperous planter’s. 

Mr. Johnson, of Campbell, opposed the bill, 
though he favored any practical plan to in- 
crease the common school facilities and ex- 
tend the term. 

Mr. Smith, of Decatur, spoke in favor of the 
bill. He did not think the bill a perfect one, 
but the underlying principles were all right. 

Mr. Twitty, of Jackson, favored the bill. 
Its principles, he said, were dgmocratic, and 
in harmony with the policy of the state. 

It was nearly one o’clock, and the friends of 
the measure, afraid to risk the bill in asmall 
house, resorted to parliamentary small tactics 
to reach the hour of adjournment without a 
vote. 

They succeeded. The bill has the support 
of the educational committee, but the discus- 
sion in the house goes to show a decided oppo- 
sition, and the fate of the bill is doubtful. 

THE M’CARTY BILL LOST. 

The McCarty bill, providing for the intro- 
duction and use of a uniform series of text 
books in the common schools of the state, was 
defeatéd yesterday in the house. 

1t was really killed some time ago, so far as 
the house is concerned, by the practically 
unanimous report of the education committee. 

To Lease the Springs. 

Mr. Atkinson, the representative from Butts, 
introduced a bill yesterday to lease the Indian 
Spring reserve in the town of McIntosh, Butts 
county. 

The governor shall lease to the highest bid- 
der at public outcry, in Atlanta, the reserve of 
about ten acres. On this is a dwellinghouse 
and ontbuilding known as the Park house, a 
bath house, and the famous mineral spring— 
the Indian spring. The lease shall be for 
ninety-nine years, with the privilege to release 
- foralike term when the ninety-nine years 
shall have expired. The lease shall be 
descendable, and the lessee or lessees may dis- 
pose of the lease or any interest therein by will 
or otherwise. w 

It is provided that the lessees shall erect a 
hotel to accommodate 300 guests, and lay out 
walks, and maintain in good order all bridges 
and approaches to the spring. 

No opening in the earth is to be made on the 
reserve, except asis necessary in laying out 
walksand ornamenting the grounds. 

The public shall be permitted touse this 
water and to carry it to hotels and residences 
for use. 

To Punish Fraad. 

Mr. Tyson, of McIntosh, introduced a _ bill 
providing that any person, or persons, guilty of 
fraud, which is connected with moral gullt and 
not punishable under existing laws, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction shall be punished as prescribed in 
section 4310 of the code.

The Cld Man Has His Sympathies Aroused 
by the Condition of Poor Sewing Wo- 
men. 

“You hear er heap er talk erbout what they 
call ‘Henry George’s theory,’ said Plunkett, 
as he put on his philosophical look aud threw 
his paper aside. 

“We laugh at it,” continued the old man, 
**but the whole world seems to be dissatisfied, 
and no man is wise enough to tell what will 
be the outcome of so much and so universal 
dissatisfaction. . 

“The fellow what used to teach school over 
at the academy would talk tome erbout the 
crusades of old times. His notion was that the 
crusades wero a necessity, but that the discov- 
ery of America done away with the necessity, 
inasmuch as Europe found here a place to 
empty ber surplus and turbulent population— 
America was a safety valve for Europe. I see 
by the papers that the great eity of London 
is stirred by a multitude of men out of work, 
hungry and dangerous. They have emptied 
over hére till we have come to the pass that 
we are erbout ready to do some emptying our - 
selves. I guess the foreigners will get up the 
crusades ergin—leastwise I hone they will do 
something to keep em erway from here. 

‘Can anybody tell why everybody can’t be 
satisfied? Every man you meet has his theo- 
ry, and there hainé narry two of ’em alike. 

‘**T took er notion, after talking with Brown, 
that the multiplying of competitors was the 
best thing. The very next day we went up to 
Atlanta and went into a big dry goods store on 
Whitehall street to buy Brown’s boy some 
Sunday shirts. The shirts were pleated and 
fixed up mighty nice, and I couldn’t under- 
stand how they could sell ’em for fifty cents. 

“The storekeeper said that it was competi- 
tion that had brought the shirts so low. Right 
then [I hollered and throwed up my hat in 
favor of competition. 

‘‘While we were standing there talking, in 
comes four or five pitiful looking sewing wo 
men. I ups and axes the storekeeper what he 
paid them poor women for making the shirts. 

**Five cents a shirt,’’ caid he. 

*“What do you pay ‘em for making them 
britches ?’’ 

‘““*Sixty to sixty five cents a dozen,’ was 
what he said. 

‘*‘Brown ‘lowed ‘poor things, I don’t blame 
’em for looking pale and weak,’ and I ’lowed 
darn competition, if this is what it brings. 

‘**That’s it,’ said the storekeeper. ‘there are 
so many in the drygoods business that we have 
to make every edge cut. If we were combined 
and would fix prices, we could pay them poor 
women 25 cents instead of 5 cents. It would 
be higer prices for the buyers, but it would be 
distributed so that it wouldn’t hurt nobody 
much, and the poor sewing women wouldn’t 
have to go hungry. 

“Right erway Brown ups and axed the store- 
keeper what he thought of the Alliance stores. 
That was another thing. It was ergin the 
very principles they were teaching. They are 
cussing combines and yet they are combining 
just as fast as they can. They are in for break- 
ing up the monopolizing spirit of railroaders 
and letting competition regulate, right while 
they are advocating a system of stores, the ef- 
fect of which is to have no competition. That 
is the way the store fellow talked. 

“Il got Brown off to one side and hunched 
him in the ribs and axed him if the Alliance 
stores would pay these poor sewing women a 
living price for their work. 

"They will get it done as cheap as they 
can,’ answered Brown, and I shook his hand, 
for that is the way the world goes—its human 
natur, may be selfiish. but it asserts itself in 
the countryman just the same asin the town 
fellow, but me and Brown have both swore 
that we will give the women who pick cotton 
for us this fall ful weight and knock off 
nothing for er little dew. Then we walked 
outen the store, and I ‘lowed darn competi- 
tion and Brown ’lowed darn competition. — 

“When me and Brown gct out on er log by 
ourselves we discussed matters and things, 
aud we decided that the best way to keep 
poor folks’ wages up lay in combination of 
competitors, and weagreed that it anybody 
had er told us we would ever have come to that 
notion before we seed tliem poor sewing wo- 
men ye'd er said they were liars. 

“Everything and everybody is organizing 
and combining. There is net one of the me- 
chanical trades but what hasits union, or so- 
ciety, or something, to help ’em do the beat 
they can for thereselves. If er brickmason 
gets er job froin ér carpenter to bpild er chim- 
ney he hasto do it mighty cheap, and he’s 
cussing mad all the time ho’s laying the brick 
erbout the darned carpenters being so close 
and grinding. The cussing and madness is on 
the other side when the carpenter makes er 
trade to repair the brickmason’s house. Here’s 
old natur—the bull and the judge in the old 
blue back speller is mighty old, but its natur. 

“Then these socicties, and inissions and 
brotherhoods and alliances. gets on the tariff 
question. One wants all the tariff took of; 
another wants juster little took off; others 
don’t want any took off, while others wents to 

ut more tariff on, and keep foreigners out 
esides. 

“What are we goingto do erbout such er 
state of affairs? 

‘*Brown winks er knowing wink at me and 
tells me to never mind, they’ll fix it, they'll 
compromise the complication and get things 
smooth, but he never has told ne yet whether 
the women will get more for their sewing. 
The nearest he has come to it was to say that 
folks what can’t live in the town should go to 
the country. Then [I wunk a wink and told 
him we could get farm hands mighty cheap 
when that took place, and then he smiled. 

“Thar’s two sides to every question; every- 
body’s dissatisficd, and nobody dou't know 
how to fix it. Rich folks want to make more 
money; poor folks make all they can; town 
folks and country foiks, too, get their work 
done ascheapas they can, and the working 
folks getevery cent they can. Human natur 
asserts itself all round,but we'd all better begin 
toskin oureyes to kinder equalize things, or 
the country’s gone, and Henry George will be 
as big er nan as old Horace Greely used to be. 

“Hungry folks are dangerous. You can’t 
starve er great number of people. You may 
get up crusades, or call out the militia and 
kill ’em, but they are not going to starveif 
there is meal and meat in the stores, and after 
it givesoutin thestores they will march to 
the country and take it from the cribs and 
smokehouses of the farmers. 

“This is communistic, but whenever you get 
enough folks together as hungry as them poor 
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sewing women seemed to be, we'll have it 
and you can remember I told youso, * 

“Shirts are too’ cheap, britches are too cheap, 
darn this cheapness if the poor women and 
children have to suffer to make it cheap. 
Work antl_good pay is the thing, in the fac- 
tories, in the shops and on the farms. 

“Farmers needn't think they are going to 
escape. Tlity ure the ones who would suffer 
most uider the enforcement of the George 
theory. Our workers in the towns and cities 
and country, too, must have er living. The 
cheapness of things can’t do folks any good 
that haven’t got er cent, The work must go 
on in the towns, farmers can’t give everybody 
work, and ‘er multitude of idle American hun- 
gry folks nnght be just as dangerous as the 
hungry multitudes on the other side of the 
ocean. 

‘‘Let Europe get up her crusades ergin. Let 
America look out for Americans. If we go to 
trying todo too much for them we might get 
in er bad fix ourselves. 
m‘‘Brown says the thing will work out al! 
right. I hope it will, and that the drift towards 
socialism and communism and Henry George 
ism will be diverted and, that the old red hills 
of Georgia will be weighted with plenty and 
there will be work for all.”’ SARGE. 


General Lee's Greatest Mistake.

I cannot, however, pass on to the Gettys- 
burg campalgn without calling attention to Lee's 
mistake in allowing the federal army to escape 
across the Rappahannock after the battle of Fred- 
ricksburz. To command in war for many cam- 
paigns and make no mistakes ‘s impossible. Gen- 
eral Lee, great in strategy and able in tactics, is no 
exception to the wisdom of this saying. Military 
history can only be made of use tothe student of 
war by a close criticism of every operation,and the 
critic, no matter how humble, should not shrink 
from pointing out what he conceiyes to be the er- 
rors and mistakes made by even the most renowned 
commanders, General Lee made some mistakes 
in his most brilliant career, butthe greatest was 
afier the battle of Fredricksburg. The more closely 
his conduet then is studied the more inexplicable it 
appears. The reasons he gives in his published de- 
spatches for having failed either to push the federal 
army into the river or to compel its surrender, are 
most unsatisfactory, most insufficient. Tie battle 
was a brilliant success. Lee ought to have made it 
& crushing, if not a final, victory.

Suppose, for instance, that a lava stream 
bursts from the side of some volcano. As it 
fiows onward, quickly solidifying and crystal- 
izing under ecumatancee of intense heat 
chemical compounds are produced which ac- 
cord with such oonditions, but perhaps not 
with those ordinarily obtaining at the earth’s 
surface. If this is the case, the hardened lava

Thereupon Loris Melikoff ent first of all to 
the minister of finance, info [him that he 
should perhaps require a great dea}.af, money 
in order to carry out the emperor’s commands, 
and demanded a credit of fifty millions of ru- 
bles. The minister of finance made a lon 
face, but was unable to refuse. Loris Meliko 
then posted to the villages in question, and 
having observed the situation, he telegraphed 
for twenty fire-engines to be sent from the 
neighboring towns, had the pumps charged 
wit petroleum, and ordered the 
firemen to approach the villages 
by night, inundate the cottages 
with petroleum, set them on fire, and save no- 
body. The orderwas executed; the cottages 
and their few hundred inhabitants—men, 
women, children and cattle—were purned to 
ashes, and these two villages disappeared from 
the map of Russia and from the registers of 
theempire. The measure was radical, but it 
stamped out thé plague effectually. Loris 
Melikoff thereupon reported to the emperor 
that hiscommands had been executed, and 
then called on the minister cf finance to tell 
him that outof the credit of fifty millions of 
rubles granted to him he had spent only two 
hundred rubles to buy petroleum, and that con- 
sequently his excellency the minister could 
dispose of the balance. 

In both of these stories, which we have rea- 
son to believe to be literally exact, we find that 
curious mixture of the grandiose, of ostenta- 
tion and of barbaric recklessness, which are 
characteristic of the Russian temperament.

The Slayer of Wilkes Booth. 
-R. B. Hooverin the North American Review. 
Thefollowing interesting account of the 
reacher who slew Wilkes Booth, and Cor- 
ett’s own account of the tragedy, are of inter- 
est here. There are people in Atlanta who 
still think Dr. Armstrong is Wilkes Booth. 
This will probably convince them that they 
have been laboring under a mistaken idea. 

The writer had a personal acquaintance 
with Boston Corbett, who avenged the death 
of President Lincoln in so tragic a manner on 
the night of April 26, 1865. 

During the year 1875, while attending a 
soldiers’ reunion of blue and gray, at Cald- 
well, Ohio, I first met Mr. Corbett. The town 
was small and an immense crowd had gath- 
ered, General Sherman, among others, 
being present. Corbett and I were 
assigned to the same room for the night. I 
found him ‘a nervous, excitable man, always 
the center of attraction, with a keen, but 
wild, look in his eyes, and an interminable 
restlessness of body and limb. He was then a 
preacher, regularly ordained, I think. He led 
a prayer meeeting in the village church while 
there. He was always well armed, in sel f-de- 
fence, as he explained, and his experience 
while at Cadwell showed that he had some 
reason to fear violence. He got into an excit- 
ing argumept with several men one after- 
noon orer the ‘question as to whether 
Booth had really been killed at all. Hot 
words ensued, a rush was made towards Cor- 
beet, and in an instant the gleaming barrel of 
his revolver fiashed in the faces of his oppo- 
nents. [t was with considerable difficulty that 
they were separated and peace restored. 

Corbett claimed to those of us whom he 
considered his friends that he had _ been 
hounded for years by men who were high in 
authority at Washington at the time of the as - 
sassination, and that they. caused him to lose 
several important. positions after he went into 
civil life, and had refused to shake hands with 
him or to answer his salutation on the streets, 
The only reason he assigned for this was that 
his bullet had deprived the Washington au- 
thorities of an opportunity to make a grand 
wr er | in the execution of Booth. 
was always on the watch 
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frequently clasp his hands and exclaim: “The 
Lord have mercy on my soul!” At last he 
kneit down and offered a fervent prayer, after 
which he placed a large revolver under his pil- 
low and went to bed. He then told 
me the whole history of. that dark 
night in ree He said no words could ex- 
press the resigned hatred, and yet heroic look, 
of Booth’s face as it was lighted up by the 
flames of the tobacco barn, in which be had 
taken refuge from his pursuers... To the call 
for surrender, Booth hurled back words of 
scorn and defiance, and turned his back on the 
troops in derision. Corbett said he could stand 
it no longer, and although the orders were to 
take Booth alive, if possible, he raised his 
revolver and fired. The wound in Booth’s 
head was said to have been within half an inch 
of the location of Lincoln’s fatal wotnd. 

Corbett went to sleep, and I followed later 
on, with a restiess, troubled sleep,in which I 
which made me awaken 
He sat up in bed, drew ont his _pis- 
tol, and covered me with it. T.assured him it 
was all a dream, and he calmed .down again. 
For several years afterwards I reeeived occa- 
sionai letters from Mr. Corbett, and-he finally 
drifted to Kansas, where, through the. aid of 
some friends, he was appointed doorkeeper of 
the house of representatives during the winter 
of 1887. While there his mind became se- 
riously affected, and he suddenly appeared in 
the house one morning with a revolver in each 
Rand, and attempted to kill the speaker and 
others. He was promptly removed to the in- 
sane asylum. 

Early in the year 1887, and while he was in 
the state house at Topeka I sent a note to 
Corbett, asking him to write me an account of 
the capture and death of Beoth, which he did. 
A copy of his reply is given herewith. I have 
every reason to think Mr. Corbett’s memory 
was in fair condition when he’ wrote the 
article, and it may safely be accepted as a cor- 
rect narration of the incidents of a dark hour 
in the nation’s history. 

In camp, at Vienna, Va., on the morning of 
April 15, 1865, the news reacbed us that Presi- 
dent Lincoln had been shot the night beforc; 
later news said he was alive, but there was no 
hope of his recovery. Our regiment. (the 
Sixth New York Cavalry) was immediately 
ordered out in pursuit of the assassin. De- 
ployed as skirmishers, we advanced down to 
the Potomac river. When near tha river, we 
saw the flag at haif-mast on one of the forts, 
and we knew our president was dead. We re- 
turned to camp unsuccessful, but were soon 
afterward sent to Washington, to go in any 


direction required to scout for Booth. 


Our regiment was soon cut up into detach- 
ments, all engaged in the same work, ander 
different leaders, Colonel N. B. Switzer com- 
manding the main body of the men; Major 
Bosworth, another portion of our command} 
another party under command of First Licu- 
tenant Ed P. Doherty, with twemty+six en- 


"listed men, also accompanied by two detec- 


tives, to aid in the capture, They had photo- 
graphs of Booth, Herold and Surratt. 

At the Sixth street wharf we took the steam 
tug John S. Ide, under Captain Henry Wilson, 
who conveyed us to Belle Plain, where we 
landed and at once began the search between 
the two rivers, Potomac and Rappahannock. 
At Port Conway the fearyman recognized two 
of the pictures, and said: ‘‘These two men 
crossed my ferry yesterday. Wiltie, J. H.,a 
confederate officer,’’ he said, ‘‘aided them on 
their way, giving Booth a lift on his horse after 
crossing the river.’’ We followed the clew 
given, captured J. H., who was compelled to 
guide us to the place where be had left the 
men. Arriving at Garrett’s farm, the lieuten- 
ant saidtome: ‘Booth is in that house; ride 
through the command, and see that eyery 
man’s pistol is in readiness for use.’’ I did so, 
and supplied two of our men with caps for their 
revolvers, who were out of caps. 

On entering the premises, we found the men 
were no longer inthe house, but had taken 
refuge in the barn. A surrender was de- 
manded and refused, Booth declaring that he 
would not be taken alive. After much parley- 
ing Herold concluded to surrender, and was at 
once put under guard. The tobacco barn was 
then fired by Conger (the detective) and Booth 
could then be seen. A single shot from a Colt’s 
revolyer brought him down, and the capture 
was effected. A doctor was sent for; who pro- 
nounced the wound fatal. Inside. of three 
hours he was dead. Mr. Conger chose me as 
an escort, and we started for Belle Plain, and 
he there took steamer for Washington, and 
before evening closed the news had flashed 
over the,wires that. Booth was taken. 

April 26, 1865, was the day when God 
avenged Abraham Lincoln’s death. 

Our captive was deposited on the monitor 
Montauk, at the navy yard at Washington. 

During the interval of our different scouts, 
I attended prayer-meeting one night at Wes- 
ley chapel. The leader said: ‘‘Brother Corbett, 
lead us in prayer.”’ I prayed: 

‘‘O Lord,lay not innocent blood to our charge, 
but-bring the guilty speedily to punishment.”’ 
Afterward, when the assassin lay at my feet, a 
wounded man, and I saw the bullet had taken 
effect about an inch back of the ear, and I re- 
membered. that Mr. Lincoln was wounded 
about that part of the head, I said: ‘‘Whata 
God we serve! I little thought, when 1 offered 
that prayer a week ago, that. it would be 
answered in this way.’’

An Old Time Fair in Kentucky. 
James Lane Allen in Harper's for September. 

Professor James Lane Allen, who showed 
such faithful skillin the portrayal ef Ken- 
tucky life and character in his recent story, 
**King Solomon’s Mines,’’ which was noticed 
on this page at the time it appeared. in the 
Century, has in the September ntimber of 
Harper’s magazine an article on Kentucky 


fairs. 

After picturing the first fair of 1816, when a 
distingtished soldier of the revolution an- 
nounced that he would hold on his farm “‘a 
gran cattle show and fair,’’ and held it in 
the solemn fashion of the times,he comes down 
to the fair of 1840 when it {first bezan, to-be at- 
tended by the ladies, and finally [to tho fifties 
when the Lexington fair flourished in its ante 
bellum glory. The picture of such a fair in 
its greatest day be paints as follows: 

_ The fair hasbeen in progress several days, 
and this will be the greatest day of all; noth- 
ing shown from morning till night but horses— 
horses in harness, horses under the saddle. 
Ah! but that will be worth seeing! Late in 
the afternoon perhaps the little boys will ride 
for premiums on their ponies, and, what‘is not 
so pretty, but far more exciting, the young 
men will contest the prize of horséman- 
ship. And then such racking and pacing 
and loping and waiking!—such~ racing 
round and round and round to see who 
can go fastest, and be gracefulest, and turn 
guickest! Such pirouetting, and curveting, 
and prancing, and cavorting, and riding with 
arms folded across the breast whilé the reins 
lie on the horse’s neck, and suddenly bowing 
over to the horse's mané, as some queen of 
beauty high up in the amphitheater, trans- 
ported by the excitement of the thousands of 
spectators and the closeness of the contest, 
throws her flowers and handkerchief down to 
him inthe arena! Ah, yes! this will be the 
great day at the fair—at the modern tourney! 

So the tide of the people is at the fléod. 
For days they have been pouring into the little 
town. The hotels are overfiowing with stran- 
gers; the open houses of the citizens aro full of 
guests. Strolling companies of playets will 
crack the dusty boards tonight with the tread 
of buskin and cothurnus. The easy-going 
trades-people have trimmed their shops, and 
imported from the north their richest mer- 
chandise. 

From an early hourof the morning, along 
every road that leads from country or town to 
the amphitheater, pours the hurrying throng 
of peuple, eager to got good seats for the day; 
for there will be thousands not seated at all, 
and the contest will last till near twilight. 
Streaming out, on the side of the town, are 
pedestrians, hacks, omnibuses, the negro 
drivers shouting, racing, cracking their whips, 
and sometimes nearly running into the way- 
side stands where old negro women are selling 
apples and gingerbread. Streaming in, on the 
sidejof the country, are pedestrians,also,beated,

Within the grounds, how rapidly the crowd 
swells and surges hither and thither, tasting 
the oo of the place before going to the 
amphitheatre; to the stalls, to the booths, 
to the swings, to the cottage, to the 
floral hall, to the living curiosities, to 
the swinish pundits, who have learned 
their lessons in numbers and cards. Is not 
that the same pig that was shown at Barthol- 
omew’s four centuries ago? All mixed in with 
the Kentuckians, people of a different type of 
anatomy and complexion. For Kentucky now 
is one of the great summering states for 
the extreme southerners, who come up with 
their families to its watering-places. Others 
also who are scattered over the north return in 
the autumn by way of Kentucky, remaining 
till the fair and the fall of the first frost. Nay, 
is not the state a peculiarly interesting place 
for the tender reunion of families that have 
southern members? Back to the old home 
from the rice and sugar and cotton plantations 
of the swamps and the Lb come fair young 
Kentucky wives with dark southern husbands, 
fair young. Kentucky husbands with dark 
southern wives. AJ] these are at the fair—the 
Lexington fair. Here, teo, are strangers from 
wellnigh every northern state. And,I beg you, 
do not overlook the negroes—a solid acre 
ofthem. They play unconsciously a great 
part in the essential history of this scene and 
festival. Briskly grooming the stock in the 

uarter of the stalls; strolling around with 
their carriage whipsin their hands; running 
on distant errands; showering a tumult of 
blows upon the newly arrived ‘‘boss’’ with 
their nimble, ubiquitous brushbrooms; every- 
where, everywhere, happy, well dressed, sleek 
—the fateful background of all this stage of 
social history. 

But the amphitheater! Through the 
mild, chastened, soft-toned atmosphere of the 
early September day the sunlight falls from 
the unclouded sky upon the seated thousands, 
Ah, the womenin all,their silken and satin 
bravery! delicate blue and pink and canary- 
colored petticoats, with muslin over-dresses, 
black lace and white lace mantles, whito kid 
gloves, and Boots to match the 
color of their petticoats. One 
stands up to allow a lemonade seller 
to pass; she wears a hoopskirt twelve feet in 
circumference. Here and there costumes suit- 
able for a ball; arms and shoulders glistening 
like marble in the sunlight; gold chains around 
the delicate arching necks. Oh, the jewels, 
the fiowers, the fans, the parasols, the ribbous, 
the soft eyes and smiles, the love and happi- 
ness! Aud some of the complexions!—paint 
on the cheeks, powder on the neck, stickpo- 
matum plastering the beautiful hair down 
over thetemples. No matter; it is the fashion. 
tub itin! Rub it in well—up to the very 
roots of the hair and eyebrows! Now, how 
perfect you are! Madam, I have sought youa 
long time all over the fair grounds. You are 
the great Kentucky show of life-size wax- 
works. 

In auother part of the amphiteater 
nothing but men, red-faced, excited, stand- 
ing up on the seats, shouting, applauding, as 
the rival horses rush round the ring before 
them. It is not difficult to know who these 
are.. The money streams through their fin- 
gers. Did you hear the crack of that pistol? 
How the crewd swarms angrily. Stand back! 
A man has been shot. He insulted a gentle- 
mau. He called him a liar. Be careful. 
There are a great many pistols on the fair 
gronnds. 

In all the United States, where else is 
there to be seen any such holiday assem- 
blagé of people—any such expression éf 
the national life deeply impressed with local 
peculiarities? Where else is there to be seen 
anything that, while it falls far behind, ap- 
proaches so near the spirit of uproarious merri- 
ment, of reckless fun, which used to intoxicate 
and madden the English populace when given 
over to the sports of a ruder age? 

These are the descendants of the sad pioneers 
—of those carly cavalcades which we glanced 
at in the primeval! forests a few minutes ago. 
These have completley subdued the Jand, and 
are reclining on its tranquil autumn fallness. 
Time enough to play now—more time than 
there ever was before; more than there ever 
will be again. They have established their great 
fair licre on the very spot where their fore- 
fathers were massacred or put totorture. So, 
at old Smithfield, the tumblers, the jesters, 
the buffoons, and the dancers shouldeted each 
other in joyful riot over the ashes of the 
earlies heroes and martyrs. But this is no 


time for the contrasts and the parallels of his- . 


tory. 

It is past high noon, and the thousands 
break away fromthe amphitheatre and move 
toward a soft green woodland stretch in another 

art of the grounds, shaded by. forest trees. 

[ere are the private dinner tables— hundreds 
of them, covered with snowy linen, sometimes 
glittering with glass and silver. You have 
heard of Kentucky hospitality; here you will 
see one of the peaceful battle-fields where rep- 
utation for that virtue is fought for and won. 
Is there a stranger among all these thousands 
that has not been hunted up and provided for? 
Nay, how many, for need of honoring the 
pressure of courtesies are sick unto death with 
dining! And such dinners! Old Pepys 
should be here—immortal eater—so that he 
could go home and set dewn in his diary, 
along with other prime gastronomic adven- 
tures, garrulous notes of what he saw eaten 
and ate himself at the Kentucky fair. You 
will never see the Kentuckians making a bet- 
ter show than at this moment. What courtesy, 
what good-will, what warm and gracious man- 
ners! Tie a blue ribbon on them. In a com- 
petitive exhibition of this kind the premium 
will stay at home. ' 

But make the most of it—make the most of 
all this harmony. For did you see that? A 
father. and a son met each other, turned their 
heads quickly and angrily away, and passed 
without speaking. 

Look how these two men shake hands with 
too much cordiality, and search each other’s 
eyes for a suspicious hidden meaning! There 
is aman from the north standing apart and 
watching with astonishment these alert, hap- 
py, efiicient negroes—perhaps following with 
his thoughtful gaze one of Mrs. Stowe’s Uncle 
Toms. A southerner has drawn that Ken 
tucky farmer beside a tree, and is trying to 
buy one of these servants for his plantation. 
Ay, ay, make the most of it? The war is 
coming. It isin men’s hearts and in their 
eyes and consciences. By-an¢é-by all this 
bright, gay pageant will pass so. entirely 
away that even the thought of it will 
come back to one like the _ substantial 
revelry of adream.

Mr. Curtis Taiks Treason. 

In his independence day reflections Mr. 
George William Curtis, the amiable philoso- 
pher of the Easy Chairin Harper’s Magazine, 
assails one of the prevailing foibles of the pub- 
lic in a manner which some public speakers 
would denounce aS treasonable. Concerning 
the popular habit of ridiculing anglomaniacs, 
he says:

respectfully to the Irisn | 
name, to whatsoever applied, is to demonstrate 
our true Americanism. This situation 1s ex- 
plicable, we say, only on the theory of the 
essential service of that country to this, or its 
essential superiority to England in all things 
which are most vital and precious to the 
American mind. 

Unless this be the truth—and as yet it has 
escaped the quick eye of Clio—the situation Ts 
comical, or at least suggestive. If it be not 
true, the articles in the newspapers which 
taunt and toss the imbecile Anglophiles or un- 
happy Anglomaniacs, and the caustic vituper- 
ation of the orators which is meant to con- 
sume like lava the bapless pan- 
egyrist of some English virtue, 
are open to suspicion. There will be 
those who will insist that the orator and the 
er are but Pickwickianly indig- 
nant; that their fury is addressed to the 
great constituency of Buncombe; that” 
the awful roar is, after ali, not thatofa 
real lion, but only of good and gentle 
Snug the joiner, an exemplary member 
of the stock company of his side, and profes 
sionally ouskead in earning his wages. In 
other words, there will bea theory not that 
there really isso profound an American pref- 
erence of green Erin to the neighbor island, 
~~ only.a strong desire to secure the Irish 
yote. 

Itis this pereeption, probably, which ex- 
plains the ineffectiveness of the uproar. No- 
body honestly believes that respect for our 
own traditions in the land of their origin 
| mt want of interest or pride in our own 

evelopment of them; nobody supposes that a 
discriminating estimate of the comparative 
value of English and American views of the 
best securities of liberty and popular gov- 
ernment argues a _ ~base_ subservience 
to English methods because’ they 
are English. But it is con- 
venient for certain purposes tosay so. What 
American politician thoroughly warmed to his 
work will hesitate to clinch his fist and thrwst 
it threateningly in the face of a neighbor 
whose vote he is sure to lose, and to damn bim 
us a base British cur, if by so doing he can 
gain a vote from the jintleman lately arrived? 
It is mostinnocent play. It is only part of the 
game, and when it is ended the hero of the fist 
will join the British cur in a friendly glass, 
and pleasantly talk over the sham battle. 

To be sure, there is another question. 
Whether this particular game promotes Amer- 
ican patriotism, may be asked with some 
earnestness. Whether the best way to 
strengthen American national sentiment is to 
pander to the most ignorant foreign prejudice 
is always a fair inquiry. Whether it is a laud- 
able way to stjmulate a manly and honorable 
national pride for a great people constantly to 
present itself to mankind as a testy, bragging, 
boisterous bully, the youngest and most remote 
of powerful nations, but too experienced to 
care to learn and too wise not to know more 
than the whole world, is, of course,’also a ques- 
tion. If the great body of the literature of our 
language in which we delight, and by which 
we are largely trained in letters, if the sources 
of our law and politics, if the great exploits 
of scholarship and science, are still largely be- 
yond our bounderies, and if it bea truth which 
the English scholar carved upon a seat in the 
grounds of Cornell university, ‘‘Above all na- 
tions is humanity,’’ it may be still open to In- 
quiry whether the trne spirit of Americanism 
consists in sneering at the intelligence and ad- 
vancement of other lands, and in especially 
honoring and cultivating foreign ignorance 
and anti-American tendencies, 

If that question be un-American, make the 
most of it. 


What is the Old World Thinking About? 

Weare often indignant under our amuse- 
ment at the stupidity of some Englishman 
who speaks of the United States as if this 
country were composed of two or three coun- 
ties and a half dozen manufactering towns. 
The laugh at John Ruskin’s lament that a dis- 
tinguished American had to live in so uncon- 
genial a society is cut short by the resentment 
at such offensive ignorance concerning 
our country, but when we come to look at the 
mote in our own eye it all of a sudden de 
velops unexpected proportions. In our rush- 
ing heedlessness, barring what has come to us 
by tradition, do we know much more of them 
than they know of us? 

Now and then we hear the 6cho of some 
foreign war, a troublesome complication 
arising out of the dispute perplexes our states- 
men for the moment and straightway per- 
plexes or amusesus. Butof the life of the 
people, in their homes, their doings, their 
thoughts, what do we know? 

We fancy that we are doing it all anew over 
here, that we are setting new patterns and that 
there is nothing the jaded minds of the old 
world can teach us. We will have none of the 
ideas that are bred in the effete civilizations 
of the continent where worn-out systems of 
government linger after their usefulness, like 
stranded hulks on the shore of time. 

Now and then some portentious sound, some 
pregnant prophecy of the future comes echoing 
across the Atlantic, starties us for a moment 
and dies away upon our shores. A great, silent 
gulf separates us and of the life beyond the sea 
those who stay here know nothing, ex- 
cept in that sturdy form which is 
year by year transplanted among us. They 
make their way from Castle Garden a forlorn 
but sturdy folk, and ignorant at first of our 
institutions, they soon rise to the full height 
of liberty and surprise us with the boldness of 
their ideas. Surely wisdom will not die with 
us, hor without us will virtue fail in the hearts 
of men. 

They have great troubles and great thoughts. 
They come with wild, ungovernable spirtts, as 
unsubdued after centuries of despotism as their 
ancestors were onthe steppesof Asia. The 
Russian startles us with his fierce hate of op- 
pression, and we are thrilled with a new emo- 
tion, when in his books he tells us how lives are 
even now being freely offered on the altar of 
liberty, and the high and unconquerable 
spirit glows and reddens in the dark and hope- 
less night of despotism. 

What is the old world thinking about? The 
review of the year’s publicafions published by 
tle London Atheneum, shows strange con- 
trasts. In Russia things are moving. Litera- 
ture is in a condition we can best describe as 
dynamic. Rather than amusement, they seek 
men to tell them how to live and how to 
struggle through their hopelessness. 

In the midst of changes, adapting them- 
selves to the change in their industrial sys- 
tem consequent upon the liberation of the 
serfs about the time the American slaves were 
freed, they are in a state of uncertainty and 
unrest. Denied the light except that which 
comes through censurship they crave it all the 
more. 

Contrast this with Italy, the land where 
the relics of a great civilization are found, 
tameness is the rule. In Spain it is 
about the same. France continues 
frantically to seek some new thirg or 
some old thing which has come newly 
into fashion. Asone of the latest eccentricities, 
historical enthusiasts are falling in love across 
two or three centuries and holding up to the 
admiration of the public some grand dame of 
the past. 7 

In Germany there is the characteristic pro- 
lixity, and the long and heavier works pre- 
vail, with the difference that even there they 
are getting shorter, and the three volume 
novel is giving place to the story of one vol- 
ume. The noticeable’ thing, after read- 
ing over a synopsis of the review as printed in 
‘‘Current Literature’’ is that lighter work is 
the rule everywhere. Shorter stories and less 
ponderous literary undertakings. It is as 
if humanity would be cajoled in its old age. 
The hight and fantastic in literature seems to f 
succeed more serious undertakings the world 
over. 

Why this should beso at a time when science 
is laying broader foundations year by year is 
hard to understand, and atatime, too, when 
the world is grappling earnestly with the prob- 
lems of existence, and asking with solicitude 
the whereaway of the soul. That the world is 
in earnest about these things we know by the 
eagerness with which it occasionally catches at 
astraw. With the problems of this life, so

peace with their neighbors and~plenty for 
themselves, they begin to ask, more seriously 
than ever, what is the end of it all, and what, 
after so much labor and sorrow, shall be the 
result of all the pains that a man taketh under 
the sun? In the presence of all this serious- 
ness, What means this light fantastic literature 
that rises above it, cajoling human nature, 
tantalizing it, stirring its passions by holding 
them up to the light, shaming it with its own 
foibles and laughing its follies to scorn? it is 
like the light and empty laugh with whicha 
nian tries to hide trouble only to find his owr 
voice mocking him. 

But all this foam will be dashed away. The 
real demand is for a literature that is earnest. 
The muses were not made to play tourt fool, 
but to sing or to tell the truth. Humanity 
calls to them out of the whiriwind of its 
trouble: “Gird up now thy loius and answer 
me likeaman.”’ The people are getting to be 
an army of lions and cannot long be led by 
deer, even though they cater for a time to the 
luscivious pleasiwgs of a lute. Cromwell -like, 
:ew leaders will rise up earnestly proposing 
something to which the men in earnest can 
give attention. 


The Elixir of Life. 
Dr. William A. Hammond in the. North America’ 

Review. 

Dr. William A. Hammond, the first physi- 
cian in this country to give importance to Dr. 
Brown-Sequard’s experiments with the ani- 
mal fiuid which the newspapers have chris- 
tened ‘“‘The Elixir of Life,’’ now that the first 
fury of the sensation is over, discusses it in the 
North American Review from the standpoint 
of the physician. He thinks there is nothing 
essentially unreasonable in the supposition 
that the substance has rejuvenating power, 
and he thinks its merits are yet to be decided 
by investigation. 

In regard to the general cry of the pbysi- 
cians that it is quackery, he says: 

“Now, there is nothing inherently impossi- 
ble in a so-called “elixir of life’’—thatis,in a 
substance that, when taken into the system, 
may so arrest the deteriorating influences of 
old age as to prolong life and to render exist- 
ence more tolerable. Neither is there any% 
thing unworthy in medical science in the 
search for such an agent. There are persons, 
and they seem to be especially numerous in the 
profession of medicine, who, never having 
made an original observation themselves,.or 
performed an experiment outside the grubbing 
routine of their daily drudgery, cry ‘quack- 
ery,’ and ‘humbug,’ and ‘fraud’ at every- 
thing new that is brought to their attention. It 
is something of which they have never pre- 
viously heard, and which they have never 
investigated, and which, therefore, must be an 
impossibility. They belong to the same class as 
those who persecuted Harvey when he discov« 
ered the circulation of the blood. His detrac- 
tors expelled him from the medical societies 
to which he belonged, refused to consult with 
him, and denounced him as animpostor. Had 
it not been for the open countenance of the 
king, they would probably bave succeeded in 
burying Harvey aygd the circulation of the 
blood ina common grave. Many of us know 
how, even in ourown time, the discoverer of 
anesthesia was stigmatized as an ignoramus 
and a quack. 

‘It is only necessary for a physician anxious 
to enlarge the boundaries of his science to an- 
nounce some discovery of the virtues of adrug, 
to be pounced upon by these narrow-minded 
peace with ridicule and abuse. In their 
eyes all innovation is quackery. To hold views 
different from theirs in regard, for instance, to 
the functions of an organ cf the body or the 
power of aremedy is an immorality not less in 
heinousness than picking a pocket or commit- 
ting a burglary. ‘The experiments are neces- 
sarily fictitious, the cases are manufactured for 
the occasion, and the would—be discoverer 
should be placed beyond the pale of associa- 
tion with the body of his profession. Fortu- 
nately in this age of the world there is a power 
in public opinion which keeps malicious sloths 
and dullards with their nosesto the grind- 
stone. They never rise to the level of respect- 
able mediocrity in their profession, and the 
truth prevails in spite of their impotent rage 
and pitiable ignorance.” 

Dr. Hammond says there are two ways in 
which an elixirof life might be discovered, 
namely by unreasoning experiment, or by 
scientific research, and he admits that most of 
the great discoveries haye been made more 
accidentally than otherwise, by persons who 
experimented blindly, or stumbled on the 
discovery. He gives as an example of 
scientific investigation the search for 
a remedy for spinal congestion, and the 
hitting upon ergot as a_ constringent 
of the blood vessels on the spinal cord from 
the knowledge that it had the effect of con- 
stricting blood vessels in other parts of the 
body. He holds that this discovery by Dr. 
Brewn-Sequard was the result of rational in- 
vestigation. 

The result of his own investigation he gives 


as follows: 

“The first information received in this 
conntry of Dr. Brown Sequard’s researches 
was through a telegram to a New York news- 
paper, conveying such imperfect details, how - 
ever, that the writer was disposed to question 
either the authenticity of the report or Dr. 
Brown-Sequard’s mental equilibrium. It was 
apparently stated that various glands of the 
body were used iv his experiments, and that 
Dr. Brown-Sequard had suddenly be- 
come @& very much younger man than 
he had een. Further information, 
however, showed the exact nature ofhis ex- 
periments and of the claims which he had set 
up in their behalf. The writer, therefore, de- 
termined to examine intothe matter for him- 
self, and as the result of his investigation he is 
enabled to give, in such general terms as are 
suitable fora secular journal like the North 
American Review, a confirmation of Dr. 
Brown-Sequard’s statements, so far as his re- 
searches have extended. Andnot only this, 
but he has apparently shown that muscular 
rheumatism of long standing has been entirely 
relieved afier a single injection ofthe juice 
in question. He has been careful to state, and 
he still so declares, that all the experiments 
performed up to this time are not sufficient to 
establish the claim of this glandular juice as an 
alleviator of old age ora cure of any disease 
whatever. The whole matter is yetin its ex- 
perimental stage, and it will there remain un-— 
til the subject has been examined into by 
many physicians under different circum- 
stances, and a general coincidence of opinion 
obtained. A large part of the newspaper 
press of the country, with the sensational head 
lines which they put toevery communication 
on the subject, have done everything to give 
that exaggerated idea of Dr. Brown-Sequard’s 
investigations which they now affect to de- 


Dr. Brown Sequard did not go 
biinély to work with his experiments, for 
every intelligent physician knows the relation 
which exists between the glands in question 
and the mental and physical condition of the 
animal to which they belong. There is much 
a-priori reasoning to support the conclusiong 
at which he has arrived. They are not based 
upon empiricism, but are rational investi 
tions carried out with intelligence. Whether 
or not he has made any permanent addition ta 
our means of assuaging the infirmities of old age 
or of curing disease, time alone can show. 
But those 4g hg who denounce honest 
investigation in this or any other direction 
are unworthy of the profession to which they 
belong, and should be relegated to some limbo 
where they can enjoy their self-sati sfaction 
without coming in contact with their more 
energetic brethren.’’

_ Asageneral thing the highwaymen were 
not bloodthirsty, if met ina spirit of peace and 
submission. They wanted money rather than 
life, and seldom took life except in cases of re- 
sistance, or in revenge for some former defeat. 
It was their custom, when attacking a dili 
gencia, to order the driver to halt, and the 
passengers to throw themselves on their faces ; 
and whenever this order was promptly com- 
plied with, they took their booty with a few 
merry jests or witticisms, wished the plund- 
ered party a safe and pleasant journey and 
rode off in the best of good humor. 

Whenever the highwaymen had only natives 
to deal with, such was generally the result— 
for the Mexicans, more disposed to pay than to 
fight, were seldom without a purse, prepared 
beforehand, for los cabaileros del camino, the 
gentleman of the road ; but when they encoun- 
tered foreigners it was quite another affair, for 
the latter often preferred parting with the lead 
in their pistols to the more precious metals in 
their pockets.

Smockton would hardly be called an Eng- 
lish village. 

It was not much more than a hamlet, a poor

- Buttwice a year a function, called ‘‘the 
fair’ by the inhabitants of Smockton, swept 
away the clothes lines, the poles and the donk- 
eys, and filled the common with glitter and 
animation.

Some of the Funny Medical Crazesof the 
Past—The Credulous Public. 
From the Philadelphia Preas. 

The eagerness with which the public seizes 
upon any alleged elixir of perpetual youth 
which is invented, shows how willing the pub- 
lie is to be fooled. No one has accused Dr.

quacks have been lionized and laudod for their 
supposed discoveries. EAB ohh 

Fifty years ago ‘‘Dr."’ St. John Long attained 
ply stor met by inventtnug an elixir which 
ag essed would cure everything, but which 
had a habit of killing everyone who persevered 
in its use. Long was an artist, and his- front 
name was not St. John. But finding bnsiness 
du!l he discarded pencil and crayon, and took 
up With scalpel and elixir, discarding his ple- 
beian given name at thesame time. Thousands 
crowded upon him in his London home, suf- 
ferers crossed Europe to go under his treat- 
ment, and he was at least as well known in 
1830 as Pasteur is today. He was thrice tried 
for manslaughter ahd twice convicted, but that 
did not affect his popularity, and he amassed 
quite a Jarge fortune. Dr. James Graham, 
of Edinburgh, a near relative of Macaulay, 
also prepared an alleged elixir of life, and 

t of his treatment was to imitate the dust- 
ng of hens. by making his patients bathe in 
dry earth, 6 established a ‘Temple of 
Health,’’ and the streets leading to it were 
blocked for hours at a stretch by hungerers 
and thirsters after health and longevity. 
Among his patients were the duchess of 
Devonshire, Lady Spencer, Lady Claremont 
and hundreds of British and European peer- 
esses. The humbuggery of the elixir was 
only exposed by the docteor’s early death. 

The 8t. Louis Globe-Democrat  recalis 
another of the funniest medical crazes of the 
century, In 1876 General Pleasanton pub- 
lished a work fully explaining his theory as to 
the mnfallibility of blue glass for invigorating 
and retaining or restoring health. In asub- 
sequent edition he added a list of testimonials 
from grateful patients who professed to have 
derived immense benefit from the treatment, 
and also the full text of the specification for 
his patients. THis book was entitled *‘Blue 
Ray of the Sunlight and of the Blue Color of 
the Sky in Developing Animal and Vegetable 
Life. in Arresting Disease and in Restoring 
Health in Acute and Chronic Diseases of 
Human and Domestic Animals,”” The 
general adorned the frontispiece with a rather 
unfortunate quotation: “If this theory be 
true it insets all other theorics.’’ The con- 
verse seems to have been very satisfactorily es- 
tablished. A full record of the general’s mili- 
tary experience is also given, apparently as 
somewhat of a guarantee of good faith. 

Life is not long enough fora perusal of all 
the elaborate arguments in st of the the- 
ry. There is an old story about an absent- 
minded man who was reading a book. A wag 
amused himself every day by putting back the 
book marker, and after awhile asked his friend 
how he liked the book. The reply was that 
it was good, but the author seemed to have a 
habit of repeating himself. 

The author’s first experiments were on grape 
vines. In his greenhouse he substituted blrfo 
for white glass in every eighth row, and suc- 
ceeded in producing grapes so fine that; all 
others were rendcred insignificant beside them. 
tn 1869 he treated some hogs to a similar dose, 
and some little pigs grew and thrived so well 
that a’royal road toa fortune in hog raising 
seemed ta have been found. Nexthe tried the 
effect of blue glass on an Alderney bull calf, 
which grew six inches almost as by a miracle, 
and became a veritable Saul among the little 
calves on the estate. From hogs and cattle 
the descent to poultry was short and easy, 
end a chicken house was fitted with 
just the right proportion of blue 
glass. The result was as foreordained. The 
young chicks were ready for the broiler almost 
as soon as hey had emerged from the shell, 
and those that escaped the usual and proper 
spring chicken route to oblivion, grew into 
splendidly developed and plumaged birds. 

It needed not implicit belief in Darwinian- 
ism to induce the gencral to apply his experi 
ments to men and women. Architects would 
be required to so arrange buildings as to insure 
the introduction of the elixir-like rays so that 
the owners and occupiers might enjoy the mar- 
velous advantages, and ‘‘mankind will then 
not only be able to live fast, but can live long 
and also live well.” 

Judged by the fact that the blue glass crazo, 
general as it was during the years 1876 and 
part of 1877, died out quietly, and has long 
since bedn decently interred, some of the tes- 
timonials as to its efficacy form very funny 
reading. They show thatif all the writers 
meant what they wrote, General Pleasanton 
invented an elixir to cure not only 
every ailment, but to supercede surgery and 
obstetrics. In fact, it must have been om 
nipctent. A man with varicose veins was able 
to throw away his silk stockins after sleeping 
in atoom a few nights with blue glass in the 
windows, Typhoid patienta, after a day or 
two, arose like giants refreshed and dismissed 

heir physicians. A bald-headed lady was de 
lighted to discover an embryo crop of hair af 
ter seven days’ treatment, while another grate- 
ful recipient enlarged on the marvelous effects 
of blue glass on his ancient mule. This once 
gay and festive quadruped had been deaf for 
ten years, its limbs were stiff, and it was in a 
very bad way; but after blue glass was inserted 
in the stable window Jack braced up, could 
hear the word ‘teats’ if only whispered, could 
kick its owner across the yard, and generally 
act like a vivacious three-year-old. & 

Excitement ran high, and the craze traveled 
north, south, east and west. The wildest stories 
of cures were circulated. Men heard of objects 
of public sympathy getting @ured almost with- 
out money and without price and entirely 
without tronble, for never was there so passive 
a treatment recommended, nor one less ham- 
pered with directions as to what should and 
should not be eaten, and what habits or vices 
must be abandoned. The demand for blue 
glass was such as the most ardent enthusiast 
never anticipated. It gradually and ftinally 
dawned upon the credulous publicthat they 
had made themselves ridiculous, blue glass 
became a drug on the market, and people who 
were sick or who wanted to grow young again 
looked elsewhere for remedies and elixirs.

Daring the administration of Oglethorpe, as 
the accredited agent of the trustées, of the 
presidents of the colony, William Stephens 
Hetry Parker, and Patrick Graham, and of 
«the royal governors, Captain John Reynolds, 
Henry Ellis, Sir James Wright, and, we may 
add, the Hon. James Habersham, Savannah 
was designated by the home government not 
only as the commerciai metropolis, but also as 
the capital of the province of Gecrgia. 

That the buildj#g in that town set apart for 
the accommodation of the king’s servants who 
were charged with the administration of colo- 
nial] affairs was both small and unattractive, 
will be readily inferred from the following 
wemorial submitted by Governor Reynolds to 
the lords commissioners of trade and planta- 
tions soon after he assumed the reins of gov- 
ernment: ; 

“The town of Savannah,’’ he writes, “‘is 
well situated, and contains about a buadred 
and fifty houses, all wooden ones, very small, 
and very old. The biggest was used for the 
meeting of the president and assistants, where 
in I sat in council for a few days; but one en 
fell down whilst we were all there, and ob- 
liged us to move to a kind of shed behind the 
courthouse which, being quite unfit, I have 
given orders, with the advice of the council, 
to fit up the shell of a house which was lately 


built for laying up the silk, but was nover | 


made use of, being very ill-calculated for that 
purpose as Mr. Ottolenghe informs me; where- 
fore he says he has no further use for it, but it 
wi!l inake a tolerable good house for the coun 
cil and assembly to meet in, and for a few 
offices besides.”’ 

Such is the earliest glimpse we have of the 
capitol of Georgia when the province passed 
from the hands of the trustees into the custody 
of the crown. 

A few months afterwards, while inspecting 
the southern frontier, so pleased was Governor 
Reynoids with the natural advantages of the 
great Ogeechee river, and with the central sit- 
uation of a bluff on its right bank about four- 
teen miles from its mouth where, in January 
1755, a little town had been laid out which, on 
the 4th of the following February, with the 
approbation of council, he named Hardwicke, 
in honor of his relative, the lord high chancel- 
lor of England, that he eulogizes the location 
and bespeaks for it an honorable future. 
"Hardwicke,’’ so runs his letter of the Ist of 
May, 1755, ‘‘has a charming situation,the wind 
ing of the river making it a peninsula, and it 
is the only fit place for the capitol. There are 
many objections to thistown of Savannah be- 
ing so, besides it’s being situated at the ex- 
tremity of the province, the shoalness of the 
river, and the great height of the land which 
is very inconvenient inthe loading and un- 
loading of ships. Many lots have already been 
granted in Hardwicke, but only one house is 
yet built there; and as the province is unable 
to be at the expense of erecting the necessary 
public buildings, and the annual sum of £500 
allowed for erecting and repairing public 
works, entertaining Indians, and other inci- 
dental expenses being insufticient for all those 
purposes, Iam in hopes your lordships will 
think proper to get a sufiicient sum allowed for 
for erecting a courthouse, an assembly house, 
a church, and a prison at Hardwicke, which 
will-be such an encouragement to private peo- 
ple to build there as will scon make it fit for 
the seat of government to the universal benefit 
of the province.’ 

So impressed was Governor Ellis with the 
location and commercial advantages of Hard 
wicke and with the fertility of the circumja- 
cent lands, that he sympathized in the sugges- 
tion made by Governor Reynolds that the cap- 
ita) of Georgi# should be transferred from Sa- 
vannah and established at this point. 

Wisely, however, did Sir James Wright dis- 
countenance this project so favorably enter- 
tained by his predecessors; and the home au- 
thorities, governed by his views, refused to 
furnish the necessary funds, and declined to 
sanction the change. 

Pending this question of removal, Savannah 
suffered much. Her public buildings lapsed 
into decay, and her citizens, uncertain as to 
the future, grew careless of their homes, So 
soon however, as it was definitely ascertained 
that the town of Oglethorpe was to remain the 
capital of the province, confidence was res- 
tored, anda new life was imparted, which 
quickly conduced to the general prosperity of 
Savannah. 

Upon the arrest, confinement, and escape of 
Governor Wright in February, 1776, Savannah 
ceased to be the headquarters of the king’s 
servants, and became the capital of republican 
Georgia. Thus it continued to be until late in 
December, i778, when Colonel Campbell sue- 
ceeding in capturing the town, and in putting 
to flight General Robert Howe and the rebels 
under his command concentrated for its pro- 
tection. 

Upon this restoration of kingly rule Savan- 
nah again became tho royal c&ital of Georgia, 
and so remained until its evacuation by Gen- 
eral Alured Clark and the king’s forces in 
July, 1782. 

After the fall of the town in December, 1778, 
the executive council retreated to Augusta, 
which was selected as the seat of government 
for republican Georgia. So rapidily, however, 
did Colonel] Campbell push his victorious col- 
umn up the Savannah river, and so speedily 
did he occupy Atgusta with his troops, that 
until his evacuation of that place late in Feb- 
ruary, 1779, Augusta was only nominally the 
rebel capital of Georgia. 

On'more than one occasion during the pro- 
gress of the revolutionary struggle the repub- 
lican government of this state was peripatetic. 


When Augusta again passed into the hands. 


of the patriots, the members of council there 
convened at the residence of Matthew Hob- 
sony where the public business was transacted 
from time to time until the occupation of the 
town by Colonels Brown and Grierson, two 
notorious partisan officers in the king’s pay. 

While it thus remained in the possession of 
the enemy, and until its recapture in June, 
1781, by republican detachments led by Gen- 
eral Pickens and Coionels Clark and Lee, 
Heard’s Fort (now Washington, Wilkes coun- 
ty) and Howell’s plantation, in Burke county, 
became, in turn, the temporary capitals of the 
struggling commonwealth. 

Upon the return of the republican govern- 
ment to Augusta in June, 1781, that town con- 
tinued to be the designated capital of the state 
until the’removal of the seat of government to 
Louisville, in Jefferson conuty, toward the 
close of the last century. 

On the 12th of December, 1804, Milledge- 
ville, in Baldwin county, was proclaimed the 

permanent seat of government, and twelve 
years agone Atlanta was declared the capital 
of Georgia. 

It may be deemed worthy of mention that in 
1782, while Genera} Wayne was conducting 
his advance upon Savannah, which culmina- 
ted in compelling its evacuation by tho king’s 

forces, the legislature assembled at Ebenezer,

By the capture of Milledgeville, and by the 
rapid intervention of the enemy’s forces, both 
Governor Brown and Major General Smith 
having been cut off from direct communica- 
tidn with that postion of the state lying east 
and south of the Oconee river, General A. R. 
Wright—then president of the senate—actiug 
during the temporary disabilityjof the governor 
as the defacto commander in chief of that part 
of the state for the time being beyond the in- 
fluence of the executive, issued a supplemen- 
tal proclamation directing all men in the coun- 
ties east of the Oconee river toreport to him at 
Augusta.

EVERYTHING LOOKS LOVELY. 


A Good Report of Business for the Past 
Week. 

New York, Augast 30.—Following is R. G. 
Dun & Co’s. review of trade for the week ending 
Saturday, August 31; 

Last week’s suggestions in regard to the monetary 
situation have been entirely sustained by the events 
of the past week. Those who held large amounts 
of sovernment bonds were induced to sell freely at 
prices formerly paid by the treasury, which has 
thus been enabled to pay out about twenty millions 
for bonds, Bat these heavy disbursements have 
scarcely changed nt all, the market 
for commercial paper here at Boston, 
or at Philadelphia, though speculation 
has been rencered more active and sharp advances 
in stocksand wheat have resulted. The secretary’s 
belief that bonds toa large amount could be ob- 
tained at the prices offered has been jus'‘ified, and 
he has done what he couid under the law to pre. 
vent a monetary pressure. But the money dis- 
bursed seems likely to relieve specwlative rather 

than commercial needs, at least until other opera- 
tions besides the one in government bonds have 
been liquidated. 

STOCKS 

have advanced just $2.50 per share in the week, and 
1,200,000 shares have been scold aiready at rising 
prices. As yet money for bonds has not actually 
gone out of the treasury, and its cash holdings area 
little larger than a week ago, but its deposits in the 
bauks are half a million less. 

Business in all parts of the country continues to 
improve with the stimulus of large crops. Chicago 
reports an immense Increase in the receiptsof grain 
and prgeelons, with a considerable gain in the 

ofdry goods and clothing. Milwaukee finds 

improying ; at Detroit and St, Paul the previ- 
ous improv ement is maintained ; at Omaha business 
is very good, and though trade at Kansas City is 
rather quiet, the demand for money is enlarging. 
At Cleveland and Pittsburg 

THE IRON BUSINESS 

isexpanding, and at Philadelphia an improve- 
ment is noted in woo!, groceries, iron and steel, and 
their products, and in coal, with a good trade in 
drugs and chemicals and tobacco. At Boston the 
sales of wool are larger, reaching 2,100,000 pounds 
for the week, and the dry goods trade is large, with 
prices well maintained, A heavy demand for ex- 
port is observed in leather, both sole and splits, and 
a good home demand, while boot and + shoe iactories 
are wellemployed at last year’s prices, and large 
building operations make the lumber trade more 
active. 

The situation in the iron industry is surpr'singly 
encouraging, for the weekly production, hardly ever 
surpassed, appears to be met by a wonderful de- 
mand, aithough the delivery of rails continue be- 
low last year’s, 

The Tennessee Coal and Iron company gives no- 
tice of an advance of twenty-five cents in its prices 
for pig iron, and the rise in the price of coke at 
Pittsburg insures some advance in pig iron there, 
while bar, plate and structural iron are in strony 
demand and the works better employed than they 
have been before for several years. AnD 
wages is reported at several estabiishments, and the 
building of several more furnaces—two by the Car- 
negie works at Braddock. 

THE WOOL MARKET. 

Wool is not yet freely taken by manufacturers at 
current prices, but the demand is better on one 
side, while holders seem a little more ready on the 
other to meke the concessions one by the pres- 
ent state of the dry goods market. The high price 
and inferior quaiity of cotton embarrasses manu- 
facturers, but a large new supply is uow wt hand. 

The interior money markets are so well supplied 
that alack of supply for commercia! purposes at 
the priucipal eastern cities is noticeable. At Mil- 
waukee there is more activity and a strongdemand, 
and at Chicago tbe demand ts good, but, in general, 
the supply is ample at the usual rates. 

Collections are improving at Omaha, and rather 
better at Philadelphia, but at most points the ab- 
seuse Of complaint is noteworthy, 

THE MOVEMENT OF MONEY 

through the treasury to interior continues, and 
would doubtless have caused some pressure here but 
for the liberal sales of bonds, While the bank of 
England has raised its rate of discount, thus evinc- 
ing @ disposition to prevent any outflow of gold to 
the couutry, the sales of commercial bills against 
cotton and other crops have becn large and exports 
from New York for four weeks excecd last year’s by 
nearly twenty-twu percent, the increase on im- 
poris being a little larger.

crop of minor disasters, by many apprehended, It 
is reported that the creditors will grant extensiou 
tothe Wauregan miiis, and the statement from 
Philadelphia is that Lewis Brothers wiil pay fiity 
cents on the dollar, bui neitherin number nor in 
magnitude have the failures of this week been 
unusual. The volume of trade is still much above 
thet of last rear, aud clearings show a gain of 8% 
per cent outside of New York. 

In the speculative markets the general tendency 
has been toward lower prices, though wheat ad- 
vanced on extravagant reports of shortness in Euro- 
rean crops. But the average of prices {or all com- 
moditics isabout one per cent lower than a week 
ago, and even in wheat, later sales ifdicate a de- 
cliping tendency as in other grain and provisions.

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THE MILL BY THE RIVER. 


WOODLAND WONDERS OF THE GREAT 
LUMBER REGION OF GEORGIA. 


Monarchs of the Forest Laid Low by the Ax 
of the Lumberman—The Flash and the 
Flow of the River. 


The mill by the river. 

Naturally you picture to yourself a great 
mil] wheel, and a pile of dusty grain bags; 
and a miller with meal in his eyes, meal in his 
ears, bran in his hair and husk in bis whiskers. 

But you are too hasty in your conclusions. 

The mill of which I am going to write is a 
long open structure with a tall smoke stack, 
and a fiery pit at one end, and it is the center 
of astraggling village of single roomed shan- 
ties, with the weather-boarding of planks up 
ended, and the reof of planks that reach from 
the eave to the ridgepole, and a chimney of 


sticks and clay. 

The suntrintendent’s house is a little neater, 
and there isa honey: suckle vine clambering 
about the door, for a woman reigns there, and 
wherever you find one of those heaven blessed 
beings you find some faint trace of that old 
longing for the Eden that was iost when the 
world was young. 

Then there is the store. They call it ‘‘the 
commissary,’’ for there are dealt out the 
rations—a peck of bolted meal, a quart of 
brown molasses, a four pound chunk of dry 
salt pork and a pound of coffee, to the man. 

Sugar, hominy, salt and other little et ceteras 
are extra. 

And soap—well, a little soap goes 
ways among the men of the mill. 

THE TIMBER LANDS. 

Far away, on every hand, stretch the woods, 
the loneiy ping forests, whose branches aro 
perennial green and forever sighing 

Their lithe and’ sinewy forms bow to the 
wildest blasts of the equinox, and are swayed 
by the gentlest of April breezes... Among their 
lofty crests the great fox squirrel builds his 
nest, and orf drowsy summer snag te = perches 
himself on a limb and dissects the ig brown 
pine burrs in search of the juicy mast, with its 
nutty flavor, that even the tow-headed children 
of the barrens relish. 

The gray hawk perches himself on the dead 
snag as he watches a flock of quail feeding in 
some sedpy meadow. 

And he, whom they call “the woodsman,”’ 
gallops about across the plain, his pony Keep- 
ing a sharp eye on the gopher holes and sala- 
mander hiils. In his hand he carries a broad- 
bladed hatchet. 

‘“‘Tap! Tap! Tap! 

He is sontidtiy the tree. His trained ear 
easily detects the hollow in the heart of the 
tree, or the doaty spotin the butt, or whether 
the “wind shake” be so broad as to spoil the 
log. Itiscaused’by the wind straining the 
trunk as it raves among the branches. 

Do you know what the wind.shake is? 
Well, in the heart of every pine tree, near the 
butt, ‘there isa crack. Sometimes it is just a 
point separation of the fibers jof the wood ; 
sometimes it amounts to a crack so large as to 
impair the merchantable value of the tree 
when sawed into lumber. 

Ifthe tree be sound the woodsman cuts 
several notches in the trunk, exposing the 
white sap,so that the choppers cau see it a 
quarter of a mile away. He knows, 
at a glance, how many inches it 
will square, at the mill. The uninitiated 
seeing a few large trees still standing, green 
and growing, ina tract where so many have 
been cut, wonders why it is thus. But the 
woodsman can tell you that concealed beneath 
that smooth bark is a rotten or a hollow heart. 

A woodsman ought to make a model class 
ieader in the church, eh? 

FELLING THE TREES, 

Talk about your gymnasiums as muscle de- 
velopers. 

You just swing a six pound ax from rosy 
dawn to dewy eve among the pine forests, and 
you will soon have knots on your limbs that 
will put to shame the little pigeon eggs that 
are ada in thefscrawry arms of our gilded 
youth 

The tree is felled and divided into ‘‘cuts” of 
such length as the dimensions of the loy will 
afford. 

The longest and soundest go to make the 
tall masts of sea going vessels, and mapy a tall 
pine, from Georgian woods, is deep rooted in 
the frame work of those wanderers of the 
deep. 

Four to six mules are attached to the great 
cart, whose wheels are eight feet in diameter, 
with tires four or five inches broad. Two 
iron hooks—*‘dogs’ '—dangle beneath the big 
axle. The cart is driven astride the log and 
the dogs driven into the log. The lever is 
pulicd down so as to suspend the greater part 
of the log, and then the driver mounts one of 
the mules, cracks his whip and yells at the 
mules; and away they go toward the mill. 

Such is the uncouth hearse that bears the 
remains of the fallen monarch to the dissecting 
rooin. 

Oxen are largely employed in this work, and 
itis no unusual sight to see ten or a dozen of 
these patient beasts yoked to a long chain, 
without line or reign, guided only by the 
“talk” of the driver, whose whipstock is as 
long as a fishingpole, with a rawhide thong at 
the end of the lash. 

Through the san¢@y soil the wheels go crush- 
ing; into the boggy branch; through the 
treacherous morass; up hill and down ‘hill, to 
the mill by the riv er, 

Then, when the timber close by has been 
cut, a tram road is built out into the forest and 
the logs are hauled often ten or fifteen miles. 

The way the log men handle the huge 
timbers is a mystery. With their cant hooks 
they twist and turn them about, and soon get 
so they can manage them as easily as I could 
amnipulate a twenty pound dumbbell. 

THE MILL BY THE RIVER. 

There is a crash and a rattle and a war about 
that mill from 6 o’clock in the morning to6 
o'clock at night. 

There is a big circular saw that is forever buz- 
zing around, ripping off the slabs and trans- 
forming the raw logs into a squared timber. 

‘Then there is the butt saw and the gang saws 
that cut it into plank or seantling as is desired. 
The shingle saw that tears the very heart 
strings of the tree assunder. 

The dust and chips are carried on an endiess 
belt to feed the fires in the black-threoated fur- 
naces that never cool. In the slab pit the fire 
is not quenched,and the smoko from the burn- 
ing fragments ascendeth upward forever. 

Men tn red shirts. with brimless caps and uo 
suspenders, rush hither and thither, singing 
wild snatches of song that rise above the din 
and roar of the ponderotis machinery. 

A man walks about the great yard assorting 
and classifying, numbering and marking the 
piles of lumber. 

There is a sweet resinous odor about the 
yards, and an air of profanity abont the yard- 
men. 

It is a wondrous scene, and one calculated to 
impress the up countryman with the magni- 
tude of the business that is being done among 
these wilds, from which the highly prized yel- 
low pine is disappearing to return again no 
more forever, 

This pine is a wonderful wood. 

Some of it is so fine grained and so full of 
losin that it may be polished as smooth as 
grass, its own rosin formipg a natural varnish, 

When they want curly pine for inside deco- 
ration, a man isJent to Rhe yard, especially 
for that purpose; and from the lumber piles 
he selects the pieces whick come up to the re- 
. quirement. 

The sappy portions are not durable when 
exposed to the weather, but are used very ex- 
tensively for the inside ‘finishing of buildifigs, 
where the beautiful workings are brought out 
in splendid relief by polishing, 

MARKETING THE LUMBER. 

Long trains of cars stand on the sidetracks, 

Great, ungainly vessels float upon the river. 

These are for transporting the ]umber tothe 
seaports. 

iere is but little romance in a railroad 
train. Thereis too much matter-of-fact about 
even the fastest express train. 

But there is food for a thousand pleasant 
dreams in gliding down the winding river in 

-one of those queer boats that slouch ow reedy 
brake and dark morass, pineclad bluff and 
marshy inlet, And the men who run them— 
ah, there is a study! 

Chanting their wild songs, the boatmen, 
while the lagging hours away. Bright-eyed 
birds flit from bough to bough, and merry 
‘laps tt swing among the w id muscadine 

vines that festoon the tall magnolias which 
rise from the fern-fringed bank of the streams 
up toward the bright blue heavens. 

It is so calm and:so tranquil. The sun rises 
oie a dew-gemmed yeil of mist and sinks

sel, trailing their rough, black feet in the slug- 


gish tide, and the big alligators stick their 
tawny muzzles above the surface and gaze 
rr ly at the tempting bait. 

Oft the crack of the Winchester startles the 
drowsy echoes and the big alligator lashes the 
water into foam in his dying struggies. 

The shy gannet, with its plumage of spotless 
white andits long. yellow legs, sees the ap- 
proach of the vessel as it rounds the bend, and 
floats gracefully away to some solitary place 
where the disturber cometh not. 

By and by the river broadens, patches of 
rough see grass appear, the swamp is broken 
by broad savannahs; and suddgnily the 
freighted barge sweeps out into the sound ; 
and the boa&men break irto a song of welcome 
as they catch the distant throb “of the ocean 
billows. 

Last scene of all, when the vessel is un- 
loaded and the boat swings slowly out with 
the tide on the return trip, a scene of savage 
pandemomium begins. 

The fiery spirit gets in its work, and a scene 
of wild revelry, such as we who live in the 
city never dreamed of, ensues, until the rough 
lumbermen drink themselves into a stupor. 

Meanwhile the mill by the river runs on in 
its dull monotonous manner, and the golden 
heart of many a stalwart pine is cloven asunder 
that the house builders may be supplied with 
the material of their calling. M. M. F. 


EATS ARSENIO AS $ MAYBRICK DID. 


Somer Yame Swallows it by the Spoonful to 
Overcome Snake Poison. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., August 25.—Providence 
has a citizen who would die without his daily 
dose of arsenic. To him the poison is as indis- 
pensible as wholesome food to’ ordinary 
men. Somer. B. Yume is the = gentle- 
man whose case is puzzling the doctors. None 
can account for the strange appetite, and two 
of the physicians who predicted Mr. Yume’s 
early death are in their graycs, while 
the poison-consumer promises to be a 
nonogenarian. Twenty -five years ago Mr. 
Yume was bitten in the hand by a rattieshake 
he was trying to bag in the mountains of cen- 
tral Pennsylvania. In a few minuies the 
venom began to chill his blood, and he realized 
that the suake bite was fatal. In his dispair 
he determined to commit suicide, and with 
that end in view he swallowed a quantity of 
arsenic thathe hadin his pocket for avother 
purpose. The effect was astonishing. 
The -mineral poison seemed to 
counteract that off the serpent’s fans. 
Instead of its being araco between the two 
poisons as to which would first kill Mr. Yume, 
one destroyed the other, and the result was 
the immediate recovery of the man. Mr. Yume 
felt the blood in his veins grow warm, and‘in 
twenty minutes he saw he was as well as 
before his encounter with the rattler. 

The arsenic had no bad effect and he re- 
turned to his hotel in the Alleghanies with 
no inconvenience except that of an empty 
stomach. He told his adventure and was 
laughed at. He showed where the snake 
had seized his hand, but no one would 
believe that arsenic was the remedy 
for rattlers’ poison. W hisky was the 
only antidote, and even that wasn’tsure. At 
supper Mr. Yume found himself in an awk- 
ward predicament. Neither food nor drink 
would stay on his stomach, and to add to his 
troubles his arm began to swell and his blood 
coursed as sluggishly as it had when the snake 
poison was introduced into his system early in 
the day. The local doctor said there was no 
help for him, that he had ajlthe symptoms of 
a man wounded by a rattler’s fangs. 

Suddenly it occurred to Mr. Yume that what 
he needed was arsenic and he called fora ta 
blespoonful. The landlord refused it, not 
wanting a suicide on bis premises, and the 
apparently dying man ran for the only drug 
store in the place. The apothecary was too 
deliberate, and Mr. Yume snatched the jar 
and swallowed a large quantity on the 
spot, greatly to the horror of the medi- 
cine man of the mountains. As before 
the effect was magica]. The arsenic overcame 
the snake-poison again and Mr. Yume returned 
in perfect health for his meal. He. slept 
soundly, but inthe morning the same trouble 
returned and he was obliged to resort to ar- 
senic foracure. At night the dose had to be 
repeated and since 1864 at regular intervals of 
twelve hours he has had to take arsenic to 
counteract the snake-poison that asserts itself 
morning and evening. 

The story of the arsenic-eater was doubted 
by a number of Providence men who acciden- 
tally heard it yesterday. ‘They joked him on 
his success in ‘‘out-Munchausening Munchau- 
sen,’’ aad his quiet reply was that he would 
swallow the poison in their presence. 

‘‘Let me furnish the arsenic,’’ said one who 
suspected that he meant to take a harmless 
powder resembling arsenic, 

"“Do.so,’”’ was the quiet reply, and the ar- 
senic was brought and swallowed. 

‘‘How do you account for this?’’ Mr. Yume 
was asked. 

‘*T can’t tell you,” he said. ‘‘All I know is 
that since the snake bit ine I’ve had to use it 
twice a day. I believe if I couldn’t get arsenic 
I’d die of snake poiser. It has no bad effect 
on me, and I feel as wellasl ever did. If I 
take too much, I simply vomit up tho surplus‘ 
and, if not enough, I feel stiff and chiily until 
I get more. A tablespoonful, slightly heaped, 
is the right dose.’’ 

There is nothing in Mr. Yume’s looks to in- 
dicate that he isa consumer of arsenic, and 
his expectation is that if the mineral should 
ever give out the snake poison would speedily 
finish his career, 

‘‘{t is nearly time for the snake poison to 
begin to work. Watch myarm. It is swell- 
ing. My blood seems to be freezing. Give 
me the arsenic.’ 

He is said to have swallowed enough 
their sight to killthe whole party. The in- 
credulous visitors saw his arm resume its 
natural size, and rubbed their eyes, hardly be- 
lieving that ‘he had taken the poison supphed 
by one of their number.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provizions. 

CHICAGO, August 31—Wheat—Only a fair aggre- 
gate amount of speculative business was transacted 
and it was largely of a local scalping character. 
Not enough outside orders to either buy or sell 
were received to have any effect upon prices. 
Weather and commercial cables were bearish. 
Bradstreet was out with some bear figures, tothe 
effect that exporting countries will have twenty 
million bushels more wheat this year than import- 
ing countries will require. All of these weakening 
influences, however, were fully offset by Dornbush’s 
réport on Russian, which places the yield for that 
country at 35 per cent against 105 per centin 1882, 
The export clearances at Atlantic seaboard were 
again fair. At all the principal points total receipts 
today were 619,000 bushels, against shipments from 
the same points of 369,000 bushels. It is now figured 
that the forthcoming visible supply report will 
show little, if any increase, possibly a decrease. 
Outside domestic markets were stronger, and late 
London cables showed an advance in aycrage price 
for the week in English country maykets of 9d. 
This is probably due in part to labor ffoubles over 
there. Fluctuations in prices for futures at this 
point were within moderate limits, and closing 
guotations were %@%<c above yesterday’s latest 
bids. May wheat is generally coming into mote 
favor with speculators, and considerable changing 
over of August and September to May was done to- 
day at current differences. The cash trade was not 
very brisk on the regular market, and prices aver- 
aged easier for off grades. No. 2closed %c higher 
at 773<c. 

Corn was quite active at times, with the fecling 
weaker on near futures, while May was relatively 
firm. Influences on the market were mucb the 
same as noted for several days past, the weakening 
factors being heavy receipts and also fine weather, 
The market opsned at about yesterday’s closing 
prices, was steady for a time, then declined %c, 
reacted some and closed with the near futures a 
shade lower, and more distant months about 4c 
higher. Cash property was in good demand at 
1,@3%4e lowerithan yesterday. 

In oats, there was a good trade and weaker feel- 
ing, particularly in September, which was offered 
with increased freedom by longs and prices receded 
Ye. Fair buying at decline caused reaction of al- 
most previous outside prices, but the market again 
weakened, and closed quiet and easier. 

Activity and irregularity in prices were prominent 
features in the market for mess pork. The market 
opened strong at 25c advance, and a further ad- 
vance of 85c followed. Later the offerings exceeded 
the requirements and prices receded again. A rally 
of 25@50c was again obtained, but near the close the 
market broke suddenly 90c, with considerable 
excitement, and rallied 10@1l5c, and closed quiet. 
Trading was almost exclusively in September and 
October deliveries within about the same range of 
prices, 

Only a moderate ¢rade was reported in the lard 
market and the feeling was steadier. Prices were 
advanced 24%4@5c, and the market closed steady. 

Quite a good business was transacted in the mar- 
ket for short rib sides. The fecling was stronger 
early, and prices were vdvanced 2c, but settled 
back again to about inside figures and closed steady.

tion. All classes of citizens are represented 
among the enthusiasts, and asa rule they are 
the t representatives of their classes or 
professions to be found anywhere. 

There are lawyers and doctors, bankers and 
merchants, preachers and teachers, mechanics 
and clerks. In fact everybody, or pearly every- 
body, seems to have had at least some experi- 
ence with the wily apparatus that adorns the 


walls and floor of the gymnasinin. 

Preachers box with lawyers, and clerks 
wrestle with their bosses just as earnestly as 
if they were school boys. 

Fat men run foot races to grow thin and 
thin men run to grow fat. Each has his spec- 
jalty, and most of the devotees work to acecom- 
plish some desired change in their anatomies. 
omies. 

Just now the members exercise pretty much 
as they please—that is there is no class work 
during j uly and August, and the apparatus is 
used to suit the users. Of course Professor 
Whitman sees to it that the apparatus 
is not used to excess by any of 
the members, and restricts the younger 
ones to a proper amount of exercise. 

‘the hot weather keeps quite a goed many 
away during the heat of the day, but the gym- 
pasium is always crowded in the evenings. 

HOW SOME OF THEM WORK. 

Major Comegys is enthusiastic over the 
thing. Every day for the past three months 
he has run his seven or eight miles—no li-tle 
task for a man weighing over two hun- 
dred pounds. He is one of the _ fleet- 
est men at the gymnasium, and has 
reduced his weiglit from 212 to 182 pounds. 
The major loses none of his good humor with 
his tiesh, however, and the other day, when a 
couple of younger members attempted to run 
him down, he struck such a lively gait that 
they only followed him about amile. The 
major ran on for four miles, just to show them 
how it was done, and then sat down in a 
corner and had a good laugh at his young com- 
petitors. 

A good time to take a peep in at the gym- 
nasium is between balf-past eleven and half- 
past twelve.- The “‘big four’ can then be 
found at work—Messrs. Clarence Knowles, 
Dr. Nicolson, Henry W. Grady and Chas. A. 
Collier. These four gentlemen have recently 
become enthusiasts on physical culture. Char- 
lie CoHier wants to get fat. Clarence Knowles 
wunts to get thin. Dr. Nicolson—well, he goes 
because he likes it, and Mr. Grady takes his out 
mostly in laughing and talking. Mr. Collier 
is beginning to feel his muscle and can give 
the sand bag a pretty hard tussle. The fun 
comes in when Mr. Clarence Knowles and Dr. 
Nicolson put on the gloves. Mr. Grady acts 
as referee, and some of his points would put 
the great Fitzpatrick to shame.

IN THE EVENINGS. 

The crack acrobats and tumblers usually do 
their work in the evenings, from eight to ten. 
At that time the whole gymnasium presents an 
animatod appearance indeed. Inthe center of 
the floor are Joe Nash and Professor Whitman 
performing a series of feats of all sorts. They 
are the best tumblers in the association, and 
do all their brother acts almost periectly. 

Clyde Haynes, Ed. Barry and Charlie Beards- 
ly are making a pyramid and going 
through other difficult evolutions. 
These three are superb specimens of 
physical chiltnre. They always exercise to- 
gether, sometimes twice a day. | 

The two Willingham boys, W. J. and B. L., 
are boxing or going through some other exer- 
cise together. They are both fine jumpers, 
and one never succeeds in raising the string a 
noteh bigher than the other. 

WRESTLERS AND OTHERS. 

In a corner, wrestling as if their lives de- 
pended onit,are Ben Roberts and Will Nichols 
and in another, with his head down close 
to the handles of the stationary bicycle is 
Henry Goldsmith pedaling for the champion- 
ship of his corner. Henry leads the van on this 
machine, aud is well up on all the others. 
Peter Grant and Charlie Hollingsworth are 
trying to work each other down with dumb- 
bells, but neither has yet succeeded in doing 
the other up. 

Lawyer J. B, Stewart isthe happy man of 
the association. He is swinging Indian clubs, 
and the longer he works the hroader his. smile 
grows. He leaves the room smiling and never 
misses a chance of telling some one else how 
much he likes the ‘‘gym.”’ 

Pat H. Caihoun is off at the side of the 
roown working away at a couple of pulley ropes. 
Tie works systematicaily, and goes from one 
piece of apparatus to another until he has 
taken them all in. 

Mr. F. M. Fremout,the popular singer,is puff- 
ing away on the lung tester, and has just made 
the strongest blow on record among the mem- 
bers. Then he takes up. a foil and 
fences a bout with Mr. Burton 
Smith. Mr. Smith is the champion fencer and 
Mr. Fremont is the only one whocan hold him 
to business. Joe Mynatt is pulling some ot his 
supertinous flesh off on the rowing machine. 
He pullsa few strokes, then puffs a while, 
cracks a joke'with some of the boys and gets 
down to work again. Dr. W. D. McCaw, of 
Fort McPherson, is also working industriously 
to get rid of some of his ayordupois. 

Mr. J. M. Johnson, one of the directors, is 
manipulating the apparatus to add more to 
the sixteen pounds he has gained since begin 
ning his exercise. Mr. Johnson stops every 
now and then to show his muscle to the boys, 
and is as happy over his gain iv flesh as Major 
Couegys is at his loss. 

THE BEST OF ALL.
